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PREFACE 


T HE corporate life of Lancafter, Maflachufetts, 
dates from May 28, 1653. Now that its two 
hundred and fiftieth anniverfary draws near, it is 
thought a fitting time for the republication of the famous 
Narrative of Captivity written by Mary Rowlandfon, the 
devout helpmate of Lancafter’s firft ordained minifter. Our 
plea of feafonablenefs is fupported not alone by the fa<5l 
that her fimply told tale was the earlieft literary compofi- 
tion by a citizen of the town to win the diftin£tion of 
print; it is alfo an invaluable contribution to early New 
England hiftory; it is an authentic and graphic contem¬ 
porary delineation of the manners and cuftoms of the 
primitive children of the foil, from whom our anceftors 
relentleflly wrefted their beautiful and beloved heritage, in 
order to enrich us and our pofterity; it is an eloquently 
pathetic record of grave perils bravely encountered, and 
terrible fufferings patiently borne with an unfwerving faith 
in the wifdom and mercy of an overruling Providence. 
Firft iffued from the prefs in 1682, it at once commanded 
attention in Old as well as New England. No book of its 
period in America can boaft equal evidence of enduring 
public favor with this work of a comparatively uneducated 
Lancafter goodwife; and very few books in any age or 
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tongue, if we except the imaginative mafterpieces of in- 
fpired genius, have been diftinguilhed with more editions. 
At leaft thirty reprints atteft the popular intereft in this 
modeft ftory of perfonal experience. Even a copy of one 
of the many cheap pamphlet editions is now fo rare that 
it brings a great price in the book auctions. 

The publiftiers of the various reprints of the book have 
wantonly mutilated the original text by their emendations. 
The fecond edition of 1682, the earlieft of which an example 
is known to furvive, is here reproduced, by photographic 
procefs, from the rudely printed and badly damaged copy 
once belonging to John Cotton, now preferved in the Prince 
Collection of the Bofton Public Library. To James Lyman 
Whitney, A.M., Librarian, our thanks are due for the 
generous facilities afforded in making this facfimile. To 
George Parker Winfhip, A.M., Librarian of the John 
Carter Brown Library, Providence, Rhode Ifland, we owe 
the favor of reproducing the titlepage of the London edition 
of 1682, and to the courtefy of the Librarian of the Britifh 
Mufeum the privilege of photographing that of 1720. 

The Rowlandfon fermon is found bound with the copy 
of the Narrative in the Prince Library, and was reprinted 
with the firfl Englifh edition. It is therefore appropriately 
included here. It is hoped that the Map of Removes and 
the copious annotations appended may be welcomed by 
ftudents of our local hiftory.

lUh bcforc,for fear of the Indian] (asked them 
Whither I might not lodge in the houfethat night 
to which they aafwered. What will you love E»£ 
lift mtn (fill ?th« was the dolefulteft night that 
ever my eyes faw. Oh the roaring, aad fioginjjs 
and danceing,atKj yelling pf thofc blaek'crcaturej 
in theoighr, which made the peace s lively refetn 
bUnccofhell And as mlfcrabfe was the waft 
that wa? there made, of Hotfes, Gatde, Shee&i 
Swine,Galvcs,Lambs, lloafting Pigs, and Fowl 
[which they bad plundered in the Town] fornt 
roa(Uog,fome fyiog'aud burning,and fame boyliru 
to feed our merciltfj Enemies; who were joyful 
enough though we went difcoofoUce- To adl 
to the dolefutncfs ofthe former day, andibe dih 
malnefs of the prefent night: my thought* Tan up 
era my loCTci and fad bereaved condition. Alt 
was gone,my HoRaand gone (at lealt feparated 
from me, be ociog in the Bay; and to add to my 
grief, the I ndiattncAS me therwontd kill Kim as 
be came homeward ) my Children gone, my 
delation* and Friends gonc, our Houle and home 
arid aftour comforts withift-do or, and without, all 
was gone,< except my life) and lkoew nor bat 
the next moment t bat might go too. There 

remained nothing to me bat one poor wound- 
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<3 Babe, and It teemed at prefdnt worfe thsp death 
that it was In facb a pitiful condition, befpraKing, 
Companion, and I Sad as refrrfhing for ir, nor 
fuitable things ro revive it, Little do many think 
what ij t he favagenefs and bruitifhnef* of this bar* 
bsrous Enemy j. even tbofc that hem to pro* 
fefs more than others among them, when the 
Sngli{h ba vc fallen into their hands. 

Thofefevctt that were killed at Lancafler the 
Jummer before upon a Sabbath day, and the one 
that wa* afterward killed upon-a week day, were 
Bain and mangled in a barbarous manner, bV one- 
ey’d faho, and Marlbereugh'f Praying tnd/antf 
which Capr.

But the Lord renewed my 
fircogth ftitl, and carried me along, that 1 might 
foemoreof his Power; y.ea, fo much that 1 could 
never have thought ot, had I not experienced it. 

(ter tbit it tjutcklj began to/now, and when 
ntgbt.eame on,th.ej ftopt i and now down I mujlfit 
intbtfww, by a little fire, and a fc» bought bebtnd 
me, wnb f»y fickjCbild in my lap ; and calling much 
for water, being now (through the wound) fallen 
into a violent Fever.

27 13,/ bad fainted^ unkft Jb'aAptlitv r d (fra 
The next day was the Sabbath : 1 then rcmhemeied 
how carclefs / had been of Gods holy it>*?..■ how 
many Sabbaths I had foft aod mifpent, and how 
eyily 1 had walked in Gods fight; which^V fot, 
clorsonromyfpiiit, that it was cafie for trie to fee 
how righteous it was with God to cutoffihc.thtced 
of my life, and caft me out of bu'jStcfcocc for c- 
ver. ; Yet the Lord (fill fhewed mercy to mo, -add 
ijpheldrrte^ and as he wounded me with one band, 
fo. be bc*l.cd me with the other. This day there 
csme.rq me one Pipper (.a mao belonging 

^RoXbury ) who'was taken in Captain Been bii 
fight, 'attdhad been now a confiderable time with

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tdlbfaj to fee king Philip, a* he tolckrir, sudwa* 
now very lately come ioto thefc parts. Hearing, 

I (ay, that I was in this Indian ToWn, he obtained 
leave to come and fee roe. He told me, he him* 
felfwas woandedin tbcleg at Captain Sees his 
fight j and was not able fome time to go, but as 
they carried him, and as be took Oaken leaves and 
laid to his woond, and through rbc bJefljog of God 
he was able to travel again, fben I took Oakea 
leaves and laid to my fide, and with the bidding o f 
God it cared roe alfo; yet before the cure was 
wrought, I may fay, at it is in *Pfal. 38 . 5 , 6. Mj 
uoKkdtfiin^and are corrupt , I amuonbitd t I atit 
bowed down greatly % IgomurnWgaUtb* da f long. 

I fat much alone with a poor wqandcd C Mid in my’

knock your Child in the head, and then a fccondf, 
aodtbcq.a third, yourMaftcrWillqaicfcly knock 
your Child in the head. 

Tbit was the comfort lbad from them, mi fertile 
comfort w are ye all, as btfeid • Thus nine do yes 
1 fat uponmy .knees, with my Babc in my h^, u!l 
myflcfhwas raw again; my Child being even rea¬ 
dy Co depart this forrowfull world, they bade me 
carry it out to another Wigwam (Ifuppofcbb' 
ciafe they woold not be troa$>led with foch ipttf a* 
eles) Whiibcr I went with a very heavy heatr,.aod 
down I fat with the piftarc of death to my la? 
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ft beat two boutes jo tbe flight, my fweef Babe, 
like a Lambe departed this life, oo Ftb.is. t6?s % 
Ii being about ft* f tares, and five moatbi old. It 
was ntntdajiti from the fit ft wounding , m this 
mifcrablc condition, without soy refreshing of 
one nature or other, except a little cold water. I 
cannotJuu tike notice, how at another time I 
could ootbear to be in the room where any dead 
perioo was, but now tbe calc i» changed; I tnuft 
and could ly down by my dead Babe,fide by fide 
til tbe night after, i have thought fmee of the; 
wonderful! goodnefj of God to me, inpreferving 
tnjio the ufeof my reafoa and feofes, in that di- 
ftreftedtime, that I did not ufc wicked and violent 
means to cod my own miferajble life, lo the m or- 
ningjWben they uoderfto.od that my child wa* dead 
they lent for me home to my Matters Wigwam s

tied King Phillips wives Sifter; not that befiift

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Shewed me where it was, where 1 faw the ground 
was,newly digged, and there they told me they 
had buried it: There jjtjt that.Child in the Wilder! 
titfiy and mujl commit it, And my JfJ/ al(obuhf, 
tVilderntptmdhuufj to him who it above all. God 
having taken away this dear,Child, 1 went to (to 
my daughter Mary, who Wat at this fame Indun 
Tern, at a Wigwam nor very far off, tboirgh we 
bad-little liberty or opportunity to fee one soother, 
(h* was about ten years o1d>& taken from thedooi 
arftrftbyWVtfjjwjj bid fie afterward fold forogoa 
’When) came in fight, fhe would falls weeping; 
at which they were provoked, and would not let 
me come near her , bat bade me be gone ; which 
was a hcart'cuttiog word to me. ‘ I had one Child 
dead, another in the Wilder Dels,1 knew no; where, 
tbe'third they would not let me come near to: Aft 
(ashefaidl hdvt.Je-btreavcd of my Children , jofrph' 
isnot,on(iS\a>coaii>ioty andyt militate Benjamin 
alfo, all thtfc things are again fl me, 1 ccutd not 
fitflillinthiscondition, but kept,, walking from 
one place to another. And as I was going along, 
my heart, was even, over whelm'd with the thoughts 
of my Condition and that 1 fhouid have Children, 
and a tint ion, vthich l knew not ruled over them 
Whereupon I earneftfy entreated the Lord, that he 
would confider my lowrcftate, sod (hew me atokro 
for good, and-if it were his blrflStd will, fomc figo 
end hope of fome relief. . And indeed quickly the 
lord aofwercd, in fwne mcafure,my poor j>f«y*« : 
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for as 1 was going up and do wo mourning and la* 
meriting mycpnditioo, my Soo came to me, and 
asked me how I did ^ I had not feca him before, 
fine* thedeftiuftion of theTown, and I knew noc 
where he was, till 1 was informed by hirafalf, that 
he was amongft a fmaller pcrcct of Indians, whofe 
place was about fix miles off; with tearsin his 
eyes , he asked me whether his Sifter Safah was 
dead; and told me he had fecn his Sifter M&'J ; 
and prayed mr, that f would not be troubled, in re¬ 
ference ro himfclf. The occafion of his coming to 
fee meat this time, wastbis: There was,# Ifaut, 
about fix miter from its, a [oral Plantation oflnil*. 
ans, where it fttfns he had been during hit Capiiv* - 
ty : and at this time , there Were fame Forces of the 
Ind. gathered out of oar company t andfame a/Jb front 
them (among whom was my Sons maftn) to go to af- 
fault and burn Medfi cid: 1 n this time oftht ahftact 
ofhii mailer,bis dame brought bttn to fee me. I took 
ftis to bcfocnegracious anfwcr to my earned and 
unfeigned defne. The next day, via. to this, the /n* 
dians reiurnrd from Medfield, all tbc company, 
for tbofe that belonged to the other fmai company, 
came thorough the Town that now we were at 
Bntbefore they came to us, Oh! the outragious 
roaring and hooping that there was: They began 
their din about a mile before they came to us. By 
their iiaife and hooping they fignified how many 
they had deftroyed <wEub watattnar time twen¬ 
ty thre^,) Tbofe that were with us at home, were 
B a gathered 
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gathered together at foonas they heard the hoop* 
tag, and every time that the other went over thetr 
number, thefe at home gave a (boot, that the very 
Earth ruog again: And thus they continued till 
thofe that had bee aupon the expedition were come 
op to the Sagamores Wignram ; and then, Oh,the 
hideous intuiting and triumphing that there was o» 
ver fome -Bnghfimem fealps that they badtakeo 
fas their manner isJ and brought with them. I can¬ 
not but take notice of the wonderful! mercy of 
Cod to mem thofe affli£tkms,in ftodingme a Bible 
One of the Indious that came from Mod field fight, 
had broughrfomepltinder,came tome, and asked 
me, if 1 would haw a Bible, he had got one in his 
Barker, Iwasgtadof it, and asked turn, whether 
he thought iheJ*id/( 7 »/wootd let me read i bean- 
fwered,ycs; fo 1 took The Bible, and In that mo 
hmeholy time, it chme mto my mind to reed firft 
the o 8 . Chip. o1*Dent. which I did, sod when } 
had resdit, my dark heart wrought on this manner, 
That there teas & mercy fir me, ibaubetlefllngs 
vmegext, and tfocnrfa Came in ibt'urrcommand that 
Had/oft my opportunity, ' But the Lord helped me 
Bill to go oneTeading'tttt frame to Chap.

Goodwife 7«jffrotold me, (he (hould never fee 
me again, and chat (he could had in her bewt to 
runaway} I wiftit her not to tm away by any 
meant,for we were near thirty mdet from any £«- 
gtifi T#*» r andfhe very big wlthChdd, and bad 
but one week to reckon; and another Child ur her 
Arms, two years old, and bad Rivers there were to 
go over ,& we were feeble,with our poor &c conrlS 
entertainments I badmy BiWe with me, l polled 
it out, and asked her whethef (he would read; we 
opened the Bible and llghtcdon Tfal, 27. in which 
Pfalm we cfpcially tookdodee of that, vert alt.

And taw I rnnfl pan mt bibat little Company I 
had. H<tc I parted from my Daughter Mary,

cerwatd: (be Lord only knows the end of them. 
ArmngQ them alfo was that poor Woman before 
me iriooed, who ca.me to a fad end, as fomc of the^ 
company told me in my travel: She having much 
g i<f upon Her Spirit, about her miferabie conditi- 
on, being fo near her time, (be would be often ask¬ 
ing the Indian/ to let her go home; they not being, 
willing to char, and yet vexed with berimportuni-' 
ty, guttered a great company together about her, 
and flript her naked, and fcthcrinthcmidftbf 
them; and when they had fang and danced about 
ber (in their hcllifh manner) as long as they pica- 
led, they knockt hc» on head, and the child in het 
arms with her: when they bad done that, they 
made a fire and put them both nuo it, and told the 
other Cbildrciuliat were with them, that if they 
attempted to go home, they would feivethemin 
like manner .- The Children (aid, (he did not £hcd 
one tear, but piayed all the while. But to return 
to my own Journey; wc travelled about half a day 
or little more, andcamc to a defolate place ioche 
Wildcrnrfs, where there were no W\gvs*mt 01 In 
habitants before; we came about the middle of the 
afternoon to this place , cold and wet, and (nowy, 
nod hungry, and wear y,and no refreshing, for mdn, 
but tbc cold ground to fu on, and our poor Indian 
cbter 

Heart-aking thoughts here 1 had about my poor 
Cbildnwho xre\e fatter td sip and domamongtk 

jhM* 
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I wild btafls of the fort cjl: My head Was light & difley 
(either through hunger or bard lodging, or trouble 
or altogether) my kocci feeble,.my body raw by* 
fuiiog double night and day, that Icannot exprefs 
ro man the affli&ion that lay upon mySpirit, but 
the Lord helped me at that time to exprefs it to 
himfelf. I opened my'Bible to read, and the Lord 
brought that precious Scripture to me, fer. ft. \ 6 . 
Thus faitbtbt Lord, refrain thy voice from weeping, 
andthini (jet from tears,for thy vort^fhallbc rewar¬ 
ded, and they fhall come again from the land of the 
Enemy. t This wai a fweet Cordial to me, when I 
was ready ro faint, many and many a time have I 
fit dawn, and wcept fwcetly over this Scripture. 
Atthis place wc continued about four dayes.

The eccafion (an thought) of their moving at this 
time, WM} the EnglUh A'my tt being near and fol¬ 
lowing them: For they went,as if they had gone for 
their lives, for fome confidcrable way,and then they 
made a ftop, and chofc fome of their ftouteft men, 
and fent them back to hold the Englijh Army in 
play whilft the reft cfcapcd: And then, Jehu, 
they marched an f hi tow fly. with their old, and mtb 
their youug \fomt carried tbeir old decrepit mot be* r. 
[omi earned one, and fome another. Four of them 
carried a great Indian upon a Bier; butgoiog 
through a thick Wood with him, they were bind- 
ml, and could make no ball j whereupoathey tooK 
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himnpontbeii backi, and carried him, one at a 
time, till they came to Bacqntoi River. Upon a 
Friday, a little after noon we came to this River. 
When all the company was come Op, and were ga¬ 
thered together, I thought tQ count the number of 
them, but they were fomany, and being fomtwhat 
in motion, it was beyond my skil. In this travel, 
because of my wound, I was fomewhat favoured 
in my load; I carried only my knitting work and 
two quarts of parched meal: Being very faint I 
asked my raiftriktogivemeonefpoonfull of ihe 
meal, but (he Would not give me a lade. They 
quickly fell to cutting;dry trees, to make Rafts to 
carry them over the river: and Toon my turn came 
to go over; By the advantage of tome brufh 
which they had laid upon the Raft to fit upon, I 
did not wet my foot (which many of tbcmfelvciat 
the other end were mid-leg deep Jwbich cannot-but 
be ackoowle'dgetfas-a favour of God to my weak* 
oedbody, itheing a vervcold time. 1 was not be¬ 
fore acquainted with fuch kind of doiogs ordan¬ 
gers- Wbth thou pajfl/t through the 'naitrir I will be 
with thee,«*d through the Riven they frail net over- 
free thee , tfai . 43. z. A eerraiu numhet of argot o- 
ver the River tbat'nigbr, but it was the night after 
jfie Sabbath-before all the company was got over. 
Orvtbc Saturday they boy led an old Horfes le« 
which they had got) aod fo we drank pf tbc troth, 
eutfoonaa they thought it was ready, and when-it 
vasalmofl all gone, they filled it up again. ^ 
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7 bt fir ft If eckjofmy btinfamongthem, s hardly 
gte any thing ; thefecottd nttfy Xfwiid my ft»m*cb 
crow very fam* fcrw<totofjomttfiwg\ andytfti 
teas vtfs hard to getiown tbrir pithy troth: but the 
third wttk, though / could thtnkjtow formerly my 
stomach would turn again ft tbit or tb*t 9 and i could 
fbarv t and dy before i could eat fab thing t, yet they 
were fatt and favoury to my tafte. J was at this 
time knitting a pair of white cotton ftockios fot my 
imftrifs; and bad not yet wrought upon a Sabbath 
day; when the Sabbath came they bade me go to 
work; I told them it was the Sabbath*day, and dc- 
Cted them to let me reft, and told them l would do 
as much more to morrow; to which they anfwer* 
td me, they would break my face. And here / cac-‘ 
oot but take ooticc of the ftrange providence of 
God in preftrving rhe heathen: They-weremany 
hund rds, old aad young, feme 6tk, and (corelame 
many had Paptojts at tbeir backs,the greater num¬ 
ber at this time wich us, wire Stjuawi, and they 
travelled With all they had, bag aod baggage, and 
yet they got over this River afore faid; and on 
Mmday they fet rbeir Wtg&amt on fire, and away 
they went : On that very day came the Englijh 
Army after them to this River, and faw the fmoak 
of their trigwenu,*nd yetthis River put a flop to 
them, God did not give them courage or activity, 
fogoover afccrus; we Wcrcootready forfogfeat 
atncrcyasviOory and deliverance; if we had been, 
God would have found out a way for the £nglifh 
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to h»vc pafleiihi* River, as well as for the Indian 
frith their Sjjtofcu and Childrtn, and all their Lug 
gage: Ob that v>y People hadbearktned to me ti ane 
ffrael bad atdfkfd in my ways, I(hou/d font bgve fab* 
dtltd their Mrumiet, and turned my handa^amf 
their Mver(aries t Pfa!.8i-13.14.

On Monday (ml [aid) thtjfet their Wigwams 
on pre , and Mint avraj. It was a cold morning, and 
before ot there was a great Brook with ice on it y 
forae traded thregbit,upto theknccs& highcr,but 
others went till they came to a Bearer-dam, and I 
amongft them.whtre through the good providence 
Of God, I did not wet my foot, i went along that 
day mourning andlamcnting, leaving farther my 
own Country, and travelling into ibevaftand 
howling Wdairntft, and l underflood fomothiag of 
Lo*‘i Wife’s Temptation, when (helookedbac^:

jifttt a veftltft and hungry night there. We had m 
vtarifome time of ,it the next'day. The Swamp by 
which we lay, was,as it were, a deep Dungeon,and 
an exceeding high and deep bill beforeir. Before 
I got to <be topof the hill, I thoeght my brart and 
legs, arid all would have broken, and failed me. 
What through faintnefs, and foreneb of body, it 
was a grievou* day of travel tome. Jis nee vomt 
along, if aw a place where Eoglifh Cattle bae been:

tbers (heaves of Wheat that were frozen together 
te the (hock,& went tothtefhing oTthem out My 
felfgot two cars of Indian Corn, and wbdftldid 
bur turn my back, one of them was ftolcn front 
tna, which much troubled me There came an In* 

diuttothem at that time, with a basket of Horfe- 
liver. I asfced bi'm to give me a piece: wbat, fay®* 
he can you tat Horft-liver* I told him, l would tty,, 
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if he wou!d£*.v*3 piece, fohfcb be did, end (/aid it 
ontheccalst|»*bfti bot before ir was half read* 
they got half of itaway from me, f# that i was fain 
to take the reft and eat it as it was, with the blood 
about my mouth, aodyetefavoury bitit waste 
tat; for to tbs hungry SoultvcryhitUr thing it 
[met. A folemti fight methought it war, to fee 
FUt^ of wheat and mdian Corn forfakeo and fpoi- 
Jed: and the remainders of tbonto be food foif 
our mcrcilefs Enemies. That night yre badamefe 
ofwheatforcur Sopptr.

Onihemorrcw mornirg we mud go ovecrthe’ 
Jftfver,*.*. Connttticot, to meet with King Philip, 
%vfa Cannoos full, they had carried over, the next 
Two j my fclf was to go ; but as my foot was upon 
ihe Cannoo to ftep in, there was a fudden out-cry 
among them, and} tnuft ftep back; sndtaftcadof 
£oiog over the River, j rouft go /our or five mile* 
■up the River farther Northward.. Some of the 
jrtdtain ran One way, and (oine another. ' The 
eiufe of thi* rent was, as j.tbought, their efpying 
Some-JEfigHfli Scouts, who were thcreabcut. . lo 
^tbis travel up the River; about noon thc.Compa 
"ny made a flop,and fate down; fome to eat, and 
others to feft thorn. A* I fate amongft them, on/ 
iiag'oF thirigs paft, my Son ?o;tph unexpectedly 
xsme to me-: s w« askedokach others welfare, be-, 
moaning our- dole full condition, and the ebangt 
that Bad cottoe uponujt We bad Hustand* and 

Fatbn 
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fitter,and Children, and Sifter*, and Ftiends, and 
Relation}, and Houle, and Home,.and many Com¬ 
fort* of this Life: but now we may fay, as Job, 
flak'd came l outofmj Mothers Womb, andnot? 
td flail 1 return : Tbt Lord getoe, and tit Lord 
bath taken away, Bltjfed be the Norm of the Lord, I 
asked him whither he would readhe. told me, he 
earnefllydi filed if, J gave him my Bible,, and 
he lighted upon that comfortable Scripture, Pfal, 
i!$. 17,' 8. I frail not dj but /«re, and declare the 
vork. i of the Lord : the Lord hath chaflened mefore f 
)et he hath not given meozet to death. Lock here, 
Mother (fay« he) did you read this? And here 
Imay take cccafion to mention one principal! 
gtound of my fetting forth thefe Linei: even as 
tne Pfalmtft fayes, 7 o deelart the Work/ of the 
Lora, and his wonderfull Power in carrying us 
along, prrferviiig us in the IVilderntfi, while 
under tfeEnrmies band,andreiuiningorusinfafe- 
ty again, *And His goodneTs in bringing to my 
bana fo many comfortable and fultable Scripture* 
in my diflrefs. But to Return, We travelled oo 
till nigbc j and in the morning, we mo ft go over 
Ihe Rivet to Phtip\Ciew. When I was in the 
Cannoo, I could not bvt be amazed at the nume¬ 
rous crew of Pagans that we/e on the Bank on the 
other fide. When J came afhorr, they gathered 
all about me, ] fitting alone in the midft: I obfer- 
vedtbey aaked one another qapfttons, and laugh- 
ed» aad tcjoyced over their Gains and Vidones, 

Then 
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Then my heart beg?n tafail: anj t fell a weeping 
which was the firft time to my remembrance, that 
J-wept before them. ■ - Although J had met 
with fo much Affliflion, and my heart wai 
many times ready to break, yetcould Jnot*£be<i 
one tear in their fight: but rather had been all th» 
while in amaze, and like one afton<fhed : but now 
J may fay as, Pfal 13 7 . x. By the Rivers o/Bsby 
Ion,- there trf faie down : yta, rvetrepctvbtu'were 
'menjbrd Zion . There one of them asked mc,wlw 
J wept, J could hardly tell whatio fay: yet J &tj, 
fevered, they would kill me: No, faid he, none will 
hurt you. Then came one of tbenj aod gave me twi 
fpoon-fullsot fatal to comfort me, and anothci 
gave me half a pint of Peafc; which wasmort 
worth than many Hafhcls at another time. Then J 
went to fee King Philip^ hebademecome in and 
fit down, ■ and. aiked me whether j would f moke it 
ufual Complement npw.adaycsamongft Saints 
and Sinners) but th is no way fujtcd me. For though 
I had fonneilp. ufed Tobacco, yet I had left it ever 
fince I was firft taken. I# ftems to he a Brit, tbe 
Devil layts to make men looj* their pncicus-tim'. 
J remember with fbame, how former iy, when ] 
bad taken two ortfnec pipes, J was presently rea¬ 
dy for another, fueb a bewitching thing u is: 6ut 
J thank God, he has now given me power over it;, 
Cutely there arc many who.may be better imploy* 
td than to (y fucking a ftinkmg Tobacco-pipe. 

Now the Indians gather tneir Forces to go a« 

gainlk 
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gaindi^flrlfc-Hisnjp^owiover-night one went about 
veiling and hooting to give notice of the defign. 
Whereupon they fell to boylingof Ground-nuir, 
and patching of Corn Cat many as had it J for theit 
Fr ovifion: and in the morning away they went.: 
During mj abode in tbit pi***, rbilip fpakp to me to 
nak*a flnrtfor bit boy , which l did, for which be 
favt me a (killing : 1 iffertd the many to my mttfier, 
but be hide me keep'tt ; and with it J bought a piece 
(f Hot ft ftjh. Afterwards he asked mcco makes 
Cap for bis boy, for which he invited me to Din* 
tier. J went, and he gave me a Pancake, about as 
lag at two fingers; it wat made of parched wheat, 
beaten, and fryed in Belts greafe, bat I thought 1 
sever tailed pieafanter meat in my life. There 
was a Squaw whofpake torocto make a fhirt fot 
bcrSattnupJoT which fhe gave me a piece of Bear. 
Another asked me to knit a pair of Stocking, for 
which flicgavemeaquarrofPeafe: J boyledmy 
Peafe and Bear together, and invited my reader and 
mifirifs to dinner, but the proud Goffip, becaufe J 
ferved them bdth.in one Difh, would cat nothing, 
except on bit tbathe gave her upon the poiot of bis 
knife. Hearing (hat my (on was comejto this place, 

J went to fee him, and found him lying fiat upon 
the grbund: 1 asked him how he could flcepTo A 
h*anfwesrd me. That be was not afitep, but OP 
Ptw/ryj and lay fa that they might not obfetve 
what he was doing. J pray God he may remem* 
lex ihdc things now he is returned in Jfafety. At 
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this Place (the Sun now getting higher) what with 
die beams an) beat of the Son, and the fmoak of 
the Wigwam, J thought I fliould have been blind, 
1 could fcarcedifccrn one Wigwam from another. 
There wa» here one Mary TburSion of Medficld, 
wbofccinghowitwiswitbme, lent me a Hit to 
wear: bat as foon as I was gone, the Squaw^who 
owned that Mary TburfionJ came running a ftei 
me^aod got it away again* Hen wat the Squaw 
tiat gave mewtfroonfwR of Meal. I punt in my 
Pocket to keep it fafe: yet no:withftandng fomc 
body dole it,but pat five Indian Corns m the room 
of it: which Corn* were the great eft Provifions J 
had in my travel for one day. 

The Indium temaiagirom No/tlbHmptom, 
brought with them fome Horfe^aod Sheep, and o- 
ther things which they had taken: J defired them, 
llnt.tbty would cafry me to aAlbany, upon one of 
tbofe Horfes, and fell me foe Powder; for to they 
hadfometimesdifeourfed. Jwaitutcily hoplcfs 
of getting home on foot, the waythati came. 1 
could hardly bear to think of the many weary ftepi 
J had takes, to come to this place

But iofiead of going either to dlfaayerbomt- 
Ward, we mud go five miles up the River, andthd 
go over ir. Here we abode a while. Hrre lived* 
lorry Indian, who (poke to me to makebin?a.fbiirj 
when ! hid done it, h£ would pay we nothing. Bat 
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fie living by the Rivtr fide, where X offe« wc.it fo 
fetch water, I would often be putting* of him in 
mind, and calling for my pay: at laft ho fold me if 
I would make another Chirr, fora Papoot not yet 
born, he Would give me a knife,which be did when 
I had done it. i carried the knife in, and my ma- 
ftcraikcd me to give it him, and I was not afittfc. 
glad that I had any thing that they would accept 
of, and be pleafed with. When we were at this 
place, my Matters maid came home, £he had been 
gone thru weeks into the Ndrrbaganfct Country, 
to fetchCorn,wbere they had ftored np fome in the 
groand: Xbc brought home about a peck and half 
of Corn, This was about the time that their great 
Captain, Naonanto, was killed in the Narrbagan- 
fit ComUty My Son being now about a mils 

fran toe, I attfd l&crtytogo amt fee him, they bads 
m £0, and amj 1 tttni : bat quickly hftmyfclf. 
Unveiling over Hills ini thorough 5 •amps, and 
mid not find tbt way to bint. And I cannot bat ad* 
mire at tbc wonderful! power and goodnefs o£ 
God to roc, inthat,though i was gone from borne, 
aad mtt with all forts of Indum., andtbofe I had 
no knowledge of, and there being no Cbrifttan foul 
bear me; yet not on® of them offered the leaft lma- 
gjnabk mifcarriage to me. I tamed homewasda* 
gain, and met with my matter, be (hewed metbc 
way to my Son: Wbco I came to him 1 found him 
oot well c and withall he bad a toyl on his fide 
which ranch troubled him». We bemoaned one aoo„ 
S thee* 
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there awhile, as me Lord helped ui, sod then I rc- 
(omedagam. When I wa* returned, 1 found my 
Xelf as tmfatiificd as I was before. I went up and 
down mourning and lamenting: and my fpirii was 
KMdy ro fiok, with the thoughts of my poor Child- 
ten : my Son was ill, and 1 could not but think of 
bis moumlulllooks, and no CbriftiaD*Fricod was 
near him, to do any office of love for him, either 
for Soul or Body. And my poor Girl, I knew not 
Where (he was, nor whither (he was fvck, or well, 
or alive, or dead. J repaired under tbelc thoughii 
to my Bible (my great comfort io that time ) and 
that Scripture came to ray hand, Caflthy burden u- 
pon the Lord, and He (hall fujlain thee , Ffal. 5 y. 21. 

But I was fain to go and look after fomathing to 
fatisfic my hunger,sod goiDg among the W'VgWflmj, 
J went intooDf, and there found a Squa w who 
(hewed her fclf very kind to me, and gave ms a 
piecc ofBcar. J put it into my pocket, and came 
home, but could not find an opportunity 1 p bioil 
jr, for fear they would get it from me, and there it 
lay all that day and night in my (linking pocket. 
In the morning J wrm totbe fame Squaw, who 
bad a Kettle of Ground nuts boylmg; J aiked her 
to let me boyle my piece of Bear in hef Keith 
which £he did, andgavemefome Ground-nuts to 
car with it: and J cannot but think how t-lcafonl 
it was to me. J have fometime feen Bear bat 
yerv handfomly among the £^l;/?j,and feme lilt <* 
it, hut the thoughts that it was Bear, made 4 

mmb 
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tremble : bar now that was favoar y to-me thal one 
would think was enough to turn the ttomacu of a 
bruit Creature. 

One bluer cold day, j could find no room to fit 
dcv» before tb. fire : 1 went out, and could not tell 
*yhat to do, but l went in to another W igwam,wfo fi 
they Wtn alfo fitting round the fire, but. tie Squaw 
laid a skjn for mi, and bid me fit down, andg vt me 
feint G'ound-nuts, and bade me come again: and 
told me they would buy me, if they Were able, arutyet 
Ibefe were fir angers to me that I never Jaw before. 

Tie tenth Remove. 

That day a [mall part of the Company removed 
about three quarters of a mde, intending further the 
next day Whca they, came to the place where 
they intended to lodge, an* bad pitched their wig¬ 
wams-, being bungty J Went ag»io backtotnc 
place .we were before at, to get fomethir g to cat: 
being encouraged by the Squans kindoefs, who 
bade me come again; when J wa/ ihcie, there 
came an Indian to look after me, who when he had 
found me, kickt me all along: J went home and 
found Venifon roafting that night, but they would 
not give me one bit of it. Somcttmcs J met with 
favonr, andfometimes with nothiog but frownr. 

The eleventh 'Remote. 

The nKtt daj tn the morning they tcoitieirTra* 
vrl, mindhg d day v journey up the Rmr l7 j too^ 
C % my 
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Had at my back, and quickly we came to lead to¬ 
ut* tbt Hirer: and puffedovirtirtfome and wears- 
fmt hills. One hill was io ftcep that J was fain to 
creep apopon my knees, and to hold by the twiggs 
and bufhes ro keep my felf from falling backward. 
My head alfo was fo light, that J ufuafiy rcc led as 
J wear; bat f hope all tbefe wtarifomc ftej» that 
J hare taken, are but a forewarning^rfmeefthe 
heavenly reft. I know, O Lord, that*thy fudge- 
merni are right, and that tbottin faith fnkity tafl af 
flitted me>?fa\. 119 71. 

The twelfth Remove. 

It was upon a Sabbat h-day-ntorwg, that they 
'preparedfor tbei* Travel. This morning j asked 
tny rnafter Whither be would fell me to my Htil- 
hand; be'anfwcred me Nux, which did much ie- 
joyce tnyfplrit. My miftrifs, before we went, 
was gone to the burial of a Paptot, and icturmrg, 
ihc found me fitting andreading in my Bible; fnc' 
fimehed it haftily out of my bsnd,aod threw it out 
of door*; 1 ran out and catebt it up, and pot it into 
my pocket, and never let her fte ir afterward. 
Thro they park *dop their things 10 be gone, and 
gave roc roy load: I complained it wastoo heavy 
whereupon fhe gave me a flap in the face.and bade 
me go; 1 lif cd op my heart to God, hoping the 
Redemption was not fas off: and the rather because 
tbeir infolcncy grew wotfc and worfe. 

Bm the thoughts of my going homeward- for fo 
M font mr cor*je J much (beared my Sfnif^ond 
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f node my burdenfctm light, and almojt nothing a f 
gU. But (to my amazment and great perplexity) i 
the (calc was footrturned: for when we badgon e 
a little way, on a ftddcn my miftrifs gives aur, fh c 
would go no further, hat turn back again, and laid* 

I mud go back again with her, and file called her 
Sam/uf, and would have had him gone back a/fo, 
but he would not, but faid, He Would go on, and 
come tow again in three dajet. My Spirit wasu- 
pon this, I confcfs, very impatient, and almoft 
outragtous. I thought /touldas well havedyed 
as went back: I cannot declare the trcublc that 
I wasinabootit; but yet back again!muttgo. 
As foon as I bad an opportunity, I tock myJSiblc 
to read, and that quieting Scripture came to my 
hand, ffal. 4 . 6 . 10. Be Shll , and tyow that 1 am 
God. Which ftilled my Ipitit for the ptefem: But 8 
fore time of tryal,I concluded, J had to go through. 
My matter beinggone, who feemed to me the beft 
friend that 1 had of an lnd*an,boih in cold and tiun* 


rr, and quickly foil proved. Down I fat, with 
y bratt as full as it could ho!d,and yet fo hungry 
that I could not lit neither: but going out to fee 
what I could find, and walking among the Trees, I 
found fix Acront, and two Chef-nuts, which were 
fome refrclhmcnt to me. Towards Night I gathe¬ 
red me fome flicks for my own comfort, that I 
might not ly a-cold:. but when we came to ly down 
they bade me go out, and ly fome-where-clfc, for 
alley bad comp my (they faid) come in more than 
C $ their 
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•licit own: I told them, l coaid hot tell whore M 
go, they bade me go look; . I told them, if I went 
lo another Wig mam they would bfrangry, and fend 
m-homa again. Then one of the Company drew 
hnfwo d, and told me he would run me thorough 
if I did not go'prcfently . Then Wa* I fain to (loop 
to tbis tude fellow, and to go out in the mgh>, J 
Knew no- whither. Mine eyes havefeen that fellow 
afterward* walking up and down Bolton, under the 
appearance of a Priend-Indian, and fever all others of 
tbtylikf '<T«r. I went to one Wtgwam^ and. they 
told tnetbey had no room. Then l went to ano¬ 
ther, and they faid the fame; at laft an old Indian 
btdemecomerohim, and his Squaw g ve me 
feme Ground-nut* j-Cbf gave me alfo fomething to 
fay under my head, and a good fire we had: and 
through the good providence of God, I had a com. 
fortabie lodging that night. In the morning, ano¬ 
ther Indian bade me come at night, and he would 
give me fix Ground nuts, which 1 did. Wc were 
at thi* place and time about two miles from Coi\ 
tstftku’ River. We went in the morning to gaches 
Groand nuts, to the River, and went back again 
that night. I went with a good load at my back 
t for they when they went, though but.tt little way, 
wouldcarry all their trumpery with them J I told 
them the skin was off my back, but J hadno otter 
comforting aofwer from them than this^ That i* 
would fie n o matter if myheai Were of Zoo. 
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The thirteenth Remove, 

lnfltadofgoing toward the jBay, which was that 
| dcfired, I muflgo with them five or fix miles down 
the River into a mighty Thitkft of£xtt(h: where we 
abode almofi a fortnight. Here one asked me to 
make a flyrl for her Papoos, for which Ihe gave me 
smefs of Broth, Which was thickened with meal 
made of the-Bark of a Tree, and to make it the bet¬ 
ter, fhe hid put into 1 1 about a handful I of Peafc, 
and a few roafted Ground-nuts, j had not feen my 
fon a pritty while,and here was an Indian of whom 
J made inquiry after him, and asked him when be 
fa whim: heanfwered'me, that fuch a time bis ma¬ 
iler roafted him, and that himfelf did eat a piece of 
him, as big as his two fingers, and.that he was. very 
good meat But the Lord upheld my Sptra,-under 
ibis diftOHragtment ; and i confidered their horrible 
addittidntfi to lyinfaand that there is not one ofthem 
that mak.it the leaft confeunce of fpeahjng of truth. 
In this place, on a cold nighr, asllay by thefire, J 
removed a flick that kept the heat from me,, a 
Squaw moved it down again, at which I lookt up, 
and (he threw a handfull of alhes in mine eyes 3 J 
thought J fhould have been quite blinded, and 
have never feenmore: but lying down, the Water 
run ont of my eyes, and carried the. dirt With ir, 
that: by the morning* I recovered my fight again. 
-Xktipdn this, and the like occafions, I hope it is 
oottoo much to fay with Jot, Have pitty upon me, 
heinputi 'upou mr, 0 it my Friends, fonhe Hand

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oftbe Lttd bu touched m. And here I cannot but 
remember how many times fitting in their Wig- 
warns, and mufingon things pa ft, I fliould fudden- 
ly leap up and run out, as if J bad Been at borne, 
forgetting where I was, and fohat my condition 
was:. Bat when I was without, and faw nothing 
but Wildirnefs , and Woods, and a company of bar¬ 
barous heathens: my mind quickly returned to me, 
which made me think of that, fpokcu concerning 
$ a m Pf oM ) who faid, I till go out and fhakt tnyftlf at 
fit other time r, but he wifl not that tkc Lord was de¬ 
parted from him. About this time 1 began to think 
that all my hopes of Reftoration would come to no¬ 
thing. I thought of the SpgUjh Army, and hoped 
for their coming,' and being taken by them, bnt 
that failed, I hoped tobc carried to tsilba»y, as 
the Indians had dilcourfed before, but that failed 
alfo. I thought of being fold to my Husband, as 
my matter fpakc, but in ftead of tbar, my mafter 
himfclf was gone, and j left behind, fo that my Spi¬ 
rit was now quite ready to fink, J asked them to 
Jet me go out and pick up fomc flicks, rhat j might 
gc l alone, dnd poure out wij heart Unto the Lord. 
Then alfo j took my Bible to read, but j found no 
comforthere neither: which-many times j was 
wem to find: So tafie a thing it i> with Cod t&drj 
up tly ’Sir sanies of Scripiur f comfort fnm'ut. Y« 

) rah,fay,that in all my forrtfws and afDi£Hon«,Gad 
did hot leave me to have my impatience Wotk-Wh 
yvjrds himfclf, as if hisWaycs weictljarighrecitti: 
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gut 1 k*** that he upwrnt kf* then j dtftmtd 
Afterward,bcfor^ this dolelud rime ended with 
me, t was turning the leave* of my Bible, and the 
lord brought to me fome Scriptures, which did a 
little revive roe, as that Ifai.ff. 8 For my thoughts 
trt not your thougn, wither art pur way a my v»ajt 
faith the Lori. Andalfo that, Pfal.SZf. Commit 
thy ro*l mt0 lb* Lori, truft alfo in bt«, and be (hat 
bring it to pafs. About this time they came 
yelping from Madly, where they bad killed three 
EHghJh mtn , and brought one Captive with them, 
t ,ixr 7 homat Read. They all gathered about the 
poor Man, atking him many QutSion*. I defir- 
cd alfo to go and fee him; and when I came, he 
wasetyingbitterly: fuppofing they would quickly 
kill bim. Whereupon j asked one of them, whe¬ 
ther! bey intended to kill him; he aofwtrcd me, 
they would not: He being a little chearcd with 
(bar, 1 atked bim about.the wel farcofmy Huf« 
thand,he told me he (aw bim fuch a time in iheBay, 
and he was well,but vny mcfanciclly; By which 
i certainly underftood (though ifnfpecledit before ] 
that whatfoevet the pidunsto IJ me refpedliog him 
was vanity and lies. Someof them tokfmc,bc 
was dead, and they had killed him: fomefatdhe 
was Married again, and that fhc GoycrnoUr wifh 
ed him to Marry; and told him he fhauld bayc 
hiteborce, and that all pcrfwmded 1 Was dead So 
lifteWcre thefe barbarous creatures to him who 
was a Iyer from the beginning; 
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As I waj fitting once ia the wi£vm here, flillft 
Maid came In with the Child in Acs firms,and ask¬ 
ed me to give her a piece of my Apron, to make a 
flap forit, I told her I would not: then mj Mid; 
rifi t>ad me give it, but dill I (aid no: the maid told 
me if I would oot give her a piece, (he would teat 
a piece off it: I told her 1 would tear her Coat then 
with that my Miftrifs rife* up, and takes up a dick 
big enough to have killed me, and (truck at me 
with it, but J dept out, and (he druck the dick into 
the Mat of the Wigwam. But while file was pull* 
jpg of it out, ] ran to the Maid and gave her all my 
Apron, and (o that dorm went over. 

Hearing that my Son was come co this place, I 
went to fee him, and told himbis Father was well, 
but very roctancholly: he fold me he was as mart 
grieved for his Father as for himfclf; I wondred at 
hit fpeccb, for l thought I had enough upon nay 
fpirit in reference to my (elf, to .make mr tnindlcfs 
of my Husband and every one clfe: they being faft 
among tbeir Friends. He told me aHo. that a while 
before, his Mader ( together with other indiam 
where going to the French for Powder: but by the 
Way the Aiohawkjmet with them, and' killed font 
of their Company which made the red turn back 
again, for which ldt fire that my (elf and he may 
blefstheLord ;for it might have been woffc with 
him, had hebcea fold to the £Ve«c(?,. than it pro* 
ved to be ia his remaining with th e l »dians 
I wentto fee an En^iijh Youth in this place, one 

Job 
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fohn GUbird of Sprint fit Id J found him Tying 
without dores,upon to . grouad; j isfeed him how 
he did ? he told me he was very fick of a fluX,with 
eating fo much blood: They had tamed him out 
of the Wigwam, and with him an Indian Papoo /, 
almoft dead, (whole Parents bad been killed) io a 
bitter cold day, without fire or clothes: the young 
manbimfelfhad nothing on, but his fhirt& waft- 
coat.

There they lay quivering in the Gold, the 
youth round like a dog; the Papooi ftrercht our, 
with his eyes and nofe and mouth full of dirt, and 
yet alive, and groaning, j advifed John to go an d 
get to fomc fire: fie told me he cou'd not Itand, 
but f perfwaded him ftill, left he fhouUI ly there 
and die: and with much adoe j got him to a fire, 
and went my frlf homr. As foon as j was got 
home, bis Matters Daughter came after me, to 
know what j had done with the EngU[h nun, j told 
her i had got him to a fire in foch a place. Now 
had j need co pray Pawn Prayer, z TbeJf t $.z,Tbat 
We m,»y be delivered from umeafonabte and wicked 
wen. For her fatisfiddion j went along with her, 
andbroughther to him; bat before j got.home 
again,it was coifed about,that j was running away 
and getting the Enfrlilh youth: along With me * 
that as foots at l came in, they begjfrtoranr and 
Uaminterasking me W ierc j had been, and what 
I had bee»doing ? and faying they-Would knock 
him on the held: l fold them, j hid been feeing 
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tfee Enfiifh Ytutbf and that I would not roo away, 
they told me I lycd, and taking up a Hatchet, they 
c-amc.ro me, and faid they would knock me down 
if I flirted out agaia; and fo confined me to the 
Wigtsam. Now may J (ay With David, a Saw. 24. 
14. 1 aminagreatfirait. If 1 keep irr, I mufl: dy 
with hunger, and if f go out,. / muft be kaocktin 
head. This diftrefled condition held that day, and 
half the next ; then the Lord nmtmbnd m t 

whoje mercyes are great. Then came an Indian to 
me with a pair of dockings that were too big for 
Vim, and be would have me ravel them one, and 
knit them fit for him. 1 fhewed my felf willing, 
and bid him ask my mifttifs if I might go along 
With him a little way; (he faid yes,. J might, but J 
was notaliitle refrefht withihat news, that J bad 
my liberty again. TbenJ went along with him, 
and he gave me fome roafted Grcund-nutt, which 
did again revive my feeble ftomacb. 

Being got out of her fight, J had time and liber* 
ty again to look into my Bible: Which oat >»j 
Guid by day, and my Ttll-jw by night. Now that 
comfortable Scriptute prefi oted it fcLfto me, (fa. ^4 
,7. Tor a final mrntnt bate tfofakfn tha-butwitb 
great mercies ypi>l Igaihtv Vble. Thus the Lord car- 
ried me along from one time to another, andmade 
good to me this precious pcomife, and n>wv o- 
eheri.,. Then nfj Son cam*.to feemt, and j asked 
hit maftet to/ct him Bay a while with me, that j 

- 'might 
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might comb hi* head, and . look over him, for be 
was almoft overcome with lice. He told me* 
when I had done, that he was very hungry,but! 
had nothing to relieve bitn; but bid bim go into 
therWigwamsas he went along, and fee if he could 
get any tbiug among them. Which he did, and it 
feemes tartjed a little too long; for his Matter was 
angry with him, and brat him, and then fold him. 
Then he came running to tell me be had a ne wMaf. 
ter. and that be bad given bim Tome Groundnuts 
already. Then I went along with bim to his new 
Matter who told me he loved him: and befhoold 
not want. So his Matter carried him away, & j 
never faw bim afteiward, till j (aw him at 7aJ- 
utaqu*va Portsmouth. 

That night they bade me go out of the Wigwam 
again: my Miftriflei Pa poos was fick,and it died, 
that nigbr, and there was one benefit in ir,tfaat there 
was more room. J went to a wti warn, and (bey 
bade tnc come in, and gave me a skin to ly upon, 
and a mefs of Venfon andGround-nuts, which was 
a choice Dlfh among them. On the morrow they 
hurried the Papoosy and afterward, both morning 
and evening, there came a company to mourn 
and howlc with her: though jeonfefs, j could.not 
mach condole with theme iMatiy forrowfull 
dayes j badin thisplaoc: often getting .alone; 
l>koaCraoe y or a Swallow fo did r ebatur: x did 
mown as aDove>m»it tyttfatl with lookjng upward 
Oi' t Lord j am oplrejjid smdtrtalpfa m/,lfa,;S 4 
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I could tell •I'* lord a* Htzstfyab, vcr.3. Stmmi 
far *0* O Acrd, I hftich tbct,kow lhave walked 
fa fore tbtc t» truth. Now bad / time to examine al 
my wayes : my Ccnfeiencc did not accafs me of 
qn-rigbtttufncfs towatd one or other:yet Ifaw 
how inm y wa'k withGod, 1 had been a ca>clefs 
creature. As David faid, Jigamfl tbet, thee only, 
bavtifimtd : &I might fay with the poor Publi¬ 
can ,God be mtrctful unto me a (inner. On the Sab* 
bath- dayer, I could look t pon tbe Sun and think 
bow People were going to tbe boutc of God, 10 
have tbcit Souls rcfcefhc ; & eben home, and their 
bodies alfo : but 1 was deftitute of both; & m ight 
fay as the poor Prodigal, be wvuld Ja)n have filled 
bis telly with tbe husks that ihe 5 nine aid eat, and no 
man gave unto him, Luke 15* id For Jmuftfay 
with hitfij Father 1 huve (inntd againjl Hcavin , 
and in V>y fight ,ver 2r. / reme mheed how on the 
night bcfore &after tbe Sabb-un, when my Fami¬ 
ly was about me , and Relationi and Neighbours 
with us, 'we, could pray and fmg, and then refrefh 
our bodies with the good creatures of God ; and 
then have axomfcrtable Bed to (y down on: but 
in Bead of all this, 1 had only a little Swill for the 
body, andibenlike a Sw ne, muft ly down on the 
ground.

At wc went along, they 
tilled a Dttr , with a young one in her. they gave 
me a piece of the Fa ww, and it was fo y^jog and 
under, that one might cat the bones as well as the 
Itfts, and yet \ thtrughtit very good. W hen night 
time on we fate down; it rained, but they quickly 
got up a Bark Wigwam, where Hay dry that 
night. I looked out in the morning, and many of 
them had line in the rain all night, if&wby their 
Rcaking. Thus tbc Lord dealt mercifuHy with 
wwmany tunes, and I fared better than many of 
them., In the morning they took tbc blood of the 
'peer, and pat it into the Paunch, and fo boyle^ 
it ;I could eat nothing of that, thoogli they ate it 
swetly. And yet they were fo oice in other tbiogf, 
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'(hat when 1 bad fetch* Water, and had pat the Difh 
1 dipt the water with, into the Kettle of watei 
which! brought, they would fay,they wculd 
knock tut down j for they (aid,it was « flutnlh 
trick. 

T'ht fifteenth Rtoiot/t; 

Wewentoooar Travel. Ihaviog gotoot 
handfsll of Ground-nuts,for my fuppon that day 
they gave me my toad, and j wem on cheerfully 
[ with the thoughts of going homewardj haveiog 
my burden more on my back than my fpuit: we 
Came to Bayuabg Rivtr again that day, near which 
weabodcafcwdaycs Sometime* one ofthem 
would give me a Pipe, another a little Tobacco, 
another a little Salt: which I would change for a 
little Vi&twU. 1 cannot but think what a 
WoJvifli appetite perfons have in a ftarving 
condition: for many times when they gave me 
that which was hot; I was fo greedy, that i (hon'd 
buthroy mouth, that it would trouble me hours af¬ 
ter, and yet-Ifbouid quickly doth:fame agaia- 
And after I was tbotougly hbtvgry, 1 was never a* 
gain farisfied. For though fometimes it fell our, 
that i got enough, and did cat till I could "t no 
mote, yet I was as unfatisfied as J Was when I be* 
gan.

The JixttCnth Remove* 

We began this Remove with wading over Baquag 
River: the water was up to the knees, and the fir earn 
tery fwift, and fo cold that 1 thought it would have 
tut me in funder, j was fo weak and feeble, thatj 
reeled as I went along, and thought there I mutt; 
end my dayes at laft,after my bcariog and getting 
thorough fo many difficulties; the Indians ftood 
laughing to fee me ftaggering along: but in my 
diff refs the Lord gayc me experience of the tiQib, 
aodgoodntfsofthat promifp, IJdi.43.a .^ When 
Ihotepajftfl ihtrougb the Waters , I wtllbewtthtbec, 
and through the Rivtrt, they [hall not overflow thee. 
Then I fat down to put on my ftockins and fhoos, 
v itb the teares running down mine eyes, and rainy 
fotrowfull thoughts in my heart, but.l gatup togo' 
along with them.Quickly there came up to us anl«-‘ 
didn, who informed them, that I muff go toWachu- 
Jit to my osafttr, for there was a Letter come from 
D ‘ tbc 
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the Council to the Stfggamrft, about adeeming 
the Captives, and that there wonfd be another in. 
fourteen dayes,and that I muR be thete ready..My 
heart war fobcavy before that 1 conkKcarcefpcak 
or go hi the path j and yet now fo light, that] 
conldiun. My ftrrngth feemed to come again, and 
rccruiuny feeble knees, *nd aking heart: yet it 
pleafed them to go but one mile that night, and 
thete wc flayed two dayes. In that time came a 
company of Indians to us, near thirty,all cn borfe- 
back. My heait skipt w'uhin me, thinking they fad 
been £»gli(hmtn at the firft figbt of them, for they 
were drefled in £*>gh(h ^ppSrtl, with Hats, white 
Neckcloths,, and Safhcs about their wafts,and Rib- 
bonds upon their ihoulders: but when the y came 
pear, their was a vaft difference between the love¬ 
ly f*ccsofCbtiftians, and the foullooksoftbofe 
Heathens, which much damped my fpirit again. 

The fcveaUmb Remove, 
tA comfortable Remove it jvdi tom it, bteaufeef 
my hopes. They gave me a,pack, and along we 
weot cbtarfoUy; but quickly rcy will proved more 
than my ftrr ngtb; havisg little or no rcfrcfhing 
my ftrength failed me, and my fpirit were atrooft 
quite gone. Now may l f 3 Y with ‘Pavtd, Pfal.. 
i ip, 2 a, *3,24. I am peer arid needy, and my heart 
iiwtUnded nstbibmt. I am gone hkfthc $ adore 
it dtdiiHth : 1 am tojfid- »p and down tike- the tccucts 
my knees are vrtak.t^au£h faftfog,andhtfjltjh fdxl 
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itb offaintfi. At oigbtwc came to an UdtanToWn, 
and the Indians fate down by a Wtgwam dtf<»: tf- 
mg, but J wa»almoft fprtjt, andco«to fcarctfp ak. 
llaid down my load, and went into the Wig warn, 
aid there fat an Indian boyling of Horfctftet (they 
being wont to eat the flefhfirft, and when the feet 
were old and dried, and they had nothing el(e*they 
voold cut off the feet and ufc them) t ask d him 
to give me a little of hisBroth, or Water they were 
boiling in; he took a dtfb, and give me one l poon* 
foil of Samp,'and bid me take as much of the Broth, 
as! would Then i put Tome of the hot watet to 
tbcSarop, and drank it up, mdmy fpirit ca tic a- 
gain. He gave me al fo a piece of the Ruff or Rid-' 
diogof the (mill Cuts, and 1 broiled it on the coals*, 
and now may Lfay with Jonathan, Set, lpray vo«, 
law mint tjet have been enlightened ., btcau\ej tafi- 
id a little of this honey, t Sam, 14.19. Now ts my 
Spirit revived agaib, though meant be never fo in- 
confidcrable, yet if the Lord beftow hit blr fling u» 
pon them, they (hall refresh both Sol! and Body:

Wetook.Uf outpaces and along vpe 0tint, butd 
'Utariftmeday I had of jr. AS we went along l fav; 
Jti EngP.fh-mM ftript naked, and lying dead npon, 
tbeground, bnrknew rot who it was!

Then I went into another Wig 
VAM, where they were boy ling Corn and Beanf, 
which was a lovely Ogbt to Tee, but J could not g« 
a tafte thereof: Then! went to another Wigwam^ 
where there were two of the Englifk Children j the 
Squaw was boyling Hcrfesfett, then file cotnfe 
off a little piece, and give one pf the Englijh Chil¬ 
dren a jpicec alfo. Being very hungry 1 had quickly 
eat up mint;, but the Child, could not bite it, it w« 
jfo tough and finewy, but lay fucking, gnawing, 
Chewing andflabfafring of it in the mouth and hand, 
theol took it of the Child, and eat it my fclf, and 
favonry it was to my tafte. Then 1 may fay ai 
Ghap.6.7. The thing} that my foul rtfofed to touch, 
Me.at my fimwfull rite at. Thus the Lord madt 

jthat plcafant refrefiaiog, which another time. 
Would have been an abomination. Then T wett 
Kometomy-miftreffts vylgwam .^andthey toldmt 
I difgraccd my matter with begging', and if I did fa 
anymore, they would knock me in head: I told 
them, they bad as good kooc k me in bead as ftarve 
ime to death.

Theyfaidf when tyf wtot out , that w.e MUjt.tyavl 
ooWacbufct this day. But a bitterweary day I hat 
of ir, travelling now threedaye* together,wiifioo 
retting any day between. At lift, after fljatty.wcA 


<y fteps, I faw Wacbujet bills, bat many miles off. 
Then we came to a great Swamp, through which 
we' travelled op to the knees,, in mad and water, 
which was heavy going to one tyred before, '.. Be- 
ingalmoft fpent, I thought I fhould have funk 
down at laft, and never gat out; butlmay fay, as 
In Ffal. 94.18. When my foot flipped, tby mercy, O 
Lord held me up., Going along, haying indeed my 
life, but little fpirit, Philip , who was in thcCota- 
pany,came up and took me by tb.e hand, and fa id. 
Two weeks more end you [hal be Miftrefs again, l 
asked him, ifbefpaketrue ? -hcarrfwersd, Yes, 
andquickjy you (hal come toyour mafltr Who 
had been gone from us three weeks. A fter many 
wcary-fteps we came ro Wacbuflt, where be was:, 
and glad 1 was to feeibim. He asked me, When j 
n-afht me ? j told him not this month,then he fetcht 
me feme water himfelf, and bid me wafh,and gave 
me the Glafs tofechow j lookt; and bid bis Squaw 
give me fomethingio cat: fo (he gave mca mefs 
of Beans and meat, arid a little Ground nut Cake.

Squaw,- at xtho]e Wigwan j was, and with whim m) 
Matter bad ban thole three weeks* Another was 
WftUMre, with whom 1 had lived and ferredw 
ifeiiwMe: A fevere and proud Dame flit was j

Inflowing eyery day in dreffing her fclfneat a* 
Winch time as any of the Gentry of the land: pow* 
dering her hair, and painting her face, going with 
^fcck-Iaces, with Jewels in her ears, and Bracelets 
upon herhands: When (hehaddreifed her fc!f,htr 
sroik was to make Girdles of Wampom and Btads. 
The third Squaw was a younger one, by whom he 
had two Papoo/tt. By that time I was rcfrcfht by 
the oki Sja/sjp, with whom my matter was, Wet- 
iimrts Maid came to call me home, at which I fell 
a’weeping. Thenthc old Squaw told me, to encou¬ 
rage me, thaiif I wanted viflnals, j ihouldcotne 
to her, and that j (h uld.Iy there in her Wtgnam. 
Then j went with the maid, and qnickty came again 
and lodged there. The Syaawlaid a Mat under me, 
and a good Rugg over me; the firft time J had 
any ( cli kindntls (hewed me. J noderftood that 
w.eittmore thought, that if (he fhonld let me go and 
(erYC withrbe old Squaw, (he would be in danger 
to loofr,not only my fervice, bat the redemption* 
pay alfo. And ) was npt a little glad to hear 
this; btingby itraifed inmy hopes, that in Gods 
due rime Mere would bcanendof thisforrowfull 
hour, . Then came an Indium and a iked me to kair 
him three pair of Srockms, for which j had a Hat, 
and a fills. Handkerchief. Then another asked me to 
TTi.sk her a (hifr, for which (he gave me an Apron. 

then C*me Tom W Peter, withthe fecond Let¬ 
ter from the Council, about the Captives . Though 
encywcrcl ndtans, j gat them by the hand, and 

burft 
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burftcnt into tears; my heart was fo full chat J 
could DOJ fpcak to them; but recovering my fclf, j 
asked them how my husband did, & all my friend* 
and acquain ance t they faid,T/&ry art.all very well 
b*tmilancobly They brought me two Birkets, and 
a pound of Tobacco. The Tobacco j quickly gave 
away; when it was all gone,one asked me to give 
him a pipe of Tobacco, I told him it was all gone; 
then began hi to rant «nd threaten, I to.Jd him when 
my Husband came.I would give him fome: Hang 
him Rogue {faret he) 1 will tefsochjout his brahts f tf 
he comes hire. And then again,in the fame breath 
they would fay. That tf there jhould come anhund- 
dred without Gmft, tiny would dg them no hurt. So 
unftable and like mad men they were. So that fear 
ing the word, I durfh not fend to my Husband, 
though there were iomc thoughts of his coining to 
Redeem and fetch mq not knowing what mighe 
follow; Far then was little more trujl to them then 
to thefnafltr they fervid. When the Letter war 
come, th* Saggantorcs met to confof t about the 
Captives, and called me to them to enquire how 
much my husband would give to redeem me, when 
I came 1 fatcdQwn among them, as J was wont 
to do, as their manner is: Then tbiy bade m /land 
Up, and faid, they were the General Court. They 
bid me Jpe*^ what I thought he would give, NoW 
knowing that all we had wasdeftroyed by the In. 
Mans. I was in a great ftratt: I thought if I fh ould 
fpeakof but a little,it would be flighted, and bin. 
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dcr the matter *, if of a great fum, Iknewnotyriterc 
ii wotudfMT procarcd: jci at a venture, Ifai<j 
Twenty pound/, yetdefired them to take left; bat 
they would not hear of that, batfeot that mtflage 
to Bojlon, that for Twenty pounM fhould be re¬ 
deemed. It was a Praying-/»<&*« that wrote their 
Letter for them. There was another Praying Iff* 
diart, who told me, that he had a brother, that 
would not cat Horfe; hisconfcience was fo tender 
and femputoo* ( thoogiras large as bell, fortbedc* 
defltuOiOA of poor Chrifiktns ) Then he (aid, he 
Teadtbat Scripture to him, a Kings, 6■ 25. There 
was a famine tn Sappatia, and beheld they btfitgedit, 
unttll an Affts head was fold for fourfeore pieces of 
fiber, and the fourth part of a Kab of Dove/ dung, 
forfivt.piecei of (tlvtr. He expounded this place 
to his brother, and fbewed him that it was lawful! 
to'cat that in a Famine which is not at soother 
jLirhe.And now,(ayes hr,be will eat Horfe with any 
7 hdt an of. tbG)* all. There was another Praying- 
Wide, who when he bad done all rbc mifehief 1that* 
he could, betrayed bis own Father intotbe Englijh 
bands, thereby to purchafe his owolife. Another 
PrayiBg-lV«» was at Sudbury-fight ,though, as. 
he deserved', be Was afterward banged for ir, 
There was another Praying Indian, fo wicked and 
ci ucl, as to wear a firing about his neck, firtfug 
'vs\<h Chrifliant fingers. Another Prayi»g-fiw/wff, 
when they went to Sudburyfight, went with them, 
aidhi^iMpatfo with him,with httPapoot at her 
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back: Before they -watto that fight, they got a 
company together to P&&4W \ the manner was as 
followed!., There was one that kneeled upon a 
'Deir-ik.it* with the company round him in a ring 
who knteled, and ftrikiog upon the ground with 
their hands, and with flicks; and mattering or 
humming with their mouths, befides him who 
kneeled iotbe ring, there alfo flood one with a 
Gan in hU hand: Then be one the made 

afpeech, and all manifeited alien t toil: and To 
they did many times together.^ Then they bade 
him with the Gon go out of the ripg, which he did, 
but wheohe was our, they called him in again; but 
he feemed to make a (land, then they called the 
moreearneftly, tQl be returned again: Then they 
all fang. Then they gave him two Guns, in cither,, 
hand one : And fo be ontbe jDso-i^inbegana* 
gun,; and at the end of every fenrepce in his (peak¬ 
ing, they all aiTentcd, bamming or muttering with 
their mouthes, and ftrikingupon the ground with 
their bands* Then they bade him with the two 
Gans go out of the ring again; which he did, a lit* 
de way. Then they called him in again, but he 
jffttdca ftand; foebeycalledhitawtth greater etw- 
aeflncfi; but he Hood reding and waveringasif 
He knew not' whithec he (hould (land or fall, or 
whiobway togo«- Thtnrhey called him withex* 
cecdiog great vehemcncy, all of them, one and a- 
cother: after a little while-be turned in, dagger* 
iogashe went, with iiis'AaaciftretchtdOut, in 

either 
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either hand a Gan* As Toon as he came in, they 
all fang and rejoyced exceedingly a while. And then 
he Qfiaed - the Detr-skin, made another Ipeecb 
ttoto which they all affented in a rejoicing manner: 
and fo they coded their bufinefs, and forthwith 
went to Sudbury-fight. To my thinking they went 
without any fcruple, but that they fhoilld profper, 
and gain the vi&ory: And they went oat not fo 
rejoycing, bat they came home with as great a Vi* 
dlory. For they (aid they bad killed two Captains, 
and a(moft an hundred men. One Snglifh-man 
they brought along with them: and he laid, it 
was too true,for they bad made fad work at Sudb» 
rj t as indeed it proved. Yet they came home with*, 
out that rejoycing aod triumphing over their vi-^ 
dlorjr, which they were wont to ftiewat other 
times* hut rather like Bogs (as they fay) which 
have loll their ears. Yet 1 could not perceive that 
it Wasfor their own lofsof men: They Paid, they 
bad not loft above five or fix: and I miffed none, 
cxcep ineoe wigwam.

fhoolJ g*in the victory: and now they afted, as 
if the Devil had told them they Qioald have a fall*'' 
Whither it were fo or no, I cannot tell, but fob 
proved, lor quickly they began to fall, aod To held 
oo that Summer, till they came to ut^rroine. 
They came home on a Sabbath day>and the Fomv 
that kneeled upon the Deer*ski* came home (1 
may fay, without abulc) asblspkas the Devil, 

Wbed 
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When my maftcr eame home, be came to me aa <2 
bid me make a (hirt for bis *fafoos, of a hollaod- 
Uced Piltowbccc About that time there came ao 
\rdmn to me and bid me come to his wig-mam, ae 
eight, and he would girc me Tome Poik& Ground 
tuff. Which 1 did, and as l was eating, anothcc 
Indian fafd to rne, be feems to beyour good Friend, 
but be killed two Englijhnun at Sudbury, and there 
ly their Cioatbs behind you: I looked behind me, 
and theteifaw bloody Clonhs, with Bullet holes 
in them; yet the Loro fuffered not this wretch to 
do me any hurt; Yea, inftcadofthat, he many 
times rcfrcfhr me: five or fix times did he Sod bis 
Squat* reficfh my feeble carcafs. If j went to 
their Wt^wamzi anytime, they would alwayes 
give me fomething, and yet they were ft rangers 
that I never fa w before. Another Squaw gave me 
apiece of frefh Pork, and a little Salt with it, and 
fent me her Pan to Fry it ia; and 1 cannot bat rc- 
member what a fweer, pleafant and delightful! re* 
lifl) that bit had to me, to this day. So little do 
we prize common mercies when wc have them to 
i be full. 

Tbt twentieth T^etnove. 

It i vat their utual manner to remove, when they 
bad done any mifehitf,, left they fhould be fou nd out: 
wdso they did at tbu time. W« weot about three 
or fbur miles, and there they built a great Wig** am > 
lag enough to hold an hundred Indiant, which 
they did io preparation to a great day of Dancing 
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They would fay now among# fherofitfves, that the 
Cmtmour would be fo angry for hie loft at Sudbu¬ 
ry ,t\at he would fend no more about the Captives,' 
which made me grieve andiremble. My Sifter be* 
ingtioi far from the place where we now were: 
and hearing that I was here, defired her matter to 
let her come and fee me, and he was willing to 
it, and wo aid go with her: but lhe being ready 
before him, told him (he wonld go before, and was 
come within a Mile or two of the place; Then he 
overtook her, and began to rant as if he had been 
mad; and m3de her go back again in the Rain; fo 
that {never (aw her till j.fiw her in Charlestons, 
But the Lord reqaitfdmsny of their ill doings, for 
this Indian her Matter, Wat banged afterward at 
JBofion. The Indians now begat) to come from all 
ijoarters, againft their merry dancing day. Among 
fome of them came one Goodxife £<$t/e:Irold her 
my heart was fo heavy that it was ready to break: 
fo is mine too faid {he, but ytt faid, I hope we fhall 
hear fome good newsfhortly. I could bear how 
earneffly my Sifter defired to fee me,& I ascarneft 
lydefiredtofeehcr: and yet neither of us could 
get an opportunity. My Daughter was alfo npw 
about a mile off, and 1 hadootfeen her in nine or 
ten weeks, at I bad not feen my Sitter fince our fifft 
raking, i earncftly defired them to let me go and 
ftc them: yca,I incrcated, begged, and perfvwft 
cdthemjbuttolctmefecmyDaughter; am}yet 
fo hard hearred were they, that they would not

(offer it. They mode ufe of their tyrannical power 
whilft they bad it t butihfough the Lords wonder*" 
fall mercy, their cidae was now but (hort. 

On a Sabbath day t tht Sun tying about an hour 
highin tie afternoon- 7 fame Mr, John Hoar ( the 
Council permitting him , and hit own forewardfpiftt 
inclining him) together with the two for (mentioned 
Indians, Tom and Peter with their third Letter from 
t be Council When they came near, l was abroad* 
thoogh I faw them not,they prefentiy called me in, 
and bade me fit down and not ftir.Thcn they catch- 
cdnptbeir Guns, and away they ran, aiifan Enc^ 
my h|d been at hand; and the Goins went off apace 
1 manifefted fome great trouble, and they asked me 
what was the matter ? 1 told them,. (thought tb(% 
had tylled the Eoglifh-man (for they had in tbs, 
mean time informed me that an Engtifh-man wap 
come) theyfaid, Noi They (hot Over his Horie 
and under, and before bis Horfe; and they puiht 
him this way and that way, at their plcafure : 
(hewing whaothey could do: Then they let them 
Come to their Wigwams. . I begged of them to 
let me fee ihcEnglifh mttn, but they would not. 
But there waslfain.ro fit th&r pleafare. When 
they had talked their fill! with ^him , they fuifet cd 
n>e to go to him. We asked each other of 

oar. welfare ,.andhowmy Husband did, and nil 
ay Friends? He told me they were all well, and. 
lenpld "be glad to fee. me. Amongft other 
tiiftgs.whicb my Husband lent me, there came a 
Pffund ©f Tobacco; which I fold for nine (hillings inf

Money: For many of the Indian for want of To 
baccOy fmoaked //<i»J«^and Ground- Ivy. 1 c was 
a great miftake in any, who thought J lent for 
JebiCto : for through the favour of God, that de- 
firt was overcome. I now asked them, whither 1 
fhoold go home with Mr. Hoar} They anfwcred 
2 \£e, one and another of them: and it being night,' 
we lay down with that aofwer; in the morning, 
Mr Hadr invited the Saggawurts to Dinner; bat 
when we went to get it ready, we fcaod that they 
bad ftollen the great eft part of the Ptovifion Mr. 
Hoar had brought, out of his Bags, inthenighr 
%And Kt rn«y fee the wood fall power of God, it 
that one paffage,»»that when i here reatfutb agreat 
number of tie Indians together y and fo greedy oft 
little good fotdi and no Englifhttarr, but Mr Hoar 
and mj felf : that there th.y Aid tun truck tutu the 
jtead t «nd t*k.e vehatvt bad: there being mt only 
fottte 'Pnvifionybut aljo Trading-alotb, a part of the 
twenty pounds agreed upon : But inft t ad cf doing ut 
On) rnifehitfy they feemtd to be afhomed cfthe/aR^ 
and faidy it were fottte Matchit Indian that did it\ 
Ob, that wetould believe tbar there is nothing 
roo bard for God! God (hewed bis Power 
over the Heathen in this, at he did ever ihtburgt) 
Lyons when Daniel t vat cafl into the Den. Mr. 
Hoar called thembetime to Dinner, but they ate 
very little, they being fo bufic in drefling them- 
fclves, and getting ready for their Dance: which 
wascatticdonebyeightofthimj four Men and 
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fourSjKdsvi: My rafter andmiftrifs being two. 
He was drcffed *« his Holland fhirt, with great 
lakes fewtd at the tail of it, he had his Giver But* 
tons, his white Stofiiim, bis Garters were hung 
round with Shillings, and lie had Girdles of Want- 
font upon biibmdMd.{koxldm. She had a Kerfey 
Coat, and Coveted with Girdle* of *V* mpom from 
the JLoins upward: her armrs from her elbows to 
ler hands were covered with Bracelets»there were 
hand f^IIs of Neck laces about her neck, land fevc- 
tall forts of Jewels in her ears. She bad fine red 
Stokim, and white Shoos, her hair powdered and 
Gee painted Red, that was alwayes before Black. 
And all the Dancers were after the fame manner. 
There weretwo other fiogiug and knocking on & 
Kettle for their omfitfu They keept hopping op 
tad down one after.anotber, with a Kcttlcof wa-. 
ter in themidft* (landing warm upon Tome Em* 
hers, to drink of when they were dry. They held 
oo till it was almoft night, throwing out Wampom 
to the danders by. At night 1 asked them again, 
iff fhculdgo home? They all asocefaidNo, ex¬ 
cept my Husband would come for me. When we 
were lain down, my Matter went out Of the W%- 
»a*n t and by.and by fent in an Indian called fames 
ihe T«#/#r, who told Mr. Hoar, that my Mattes 
would let me go home to morrow, it he would let 
him. h ave, one pins of Liquors. Then Mr. Hot* 
called hr$ own Imfhtor, Tom and Tettr, and bid 
fhem go and fee whither he would promife it be* 
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fore them three: and if be would, he fhctdd have 
tt; which he did) and he bad it. Then Philip ibid* 
iog die bufioeft cal’d me to him,and aiked me what 
I Would gtvc him, to tell me feme good news, and 
fpcaka good word for me, J told him, I could noi 
ttllwbat togivt him , i would am thing I bad, and 
caked him what ht would bavii He fat'd, two Coats 
and twenty (hillingsln Mony, and half a buffed of 
feed Corn, and fomc Tobacco. I thanked him for 
his love: but I knew the good news as well u tbs 
crafty Fox, My Mailer after he bad had his drink, 
quickly camej'anticg into the Wigwam again, and 
called for Mr. Hoar, drinking to him, and faying, 
jit was a good mat : *atid then agaia he would fay, 
Jiang him Pogue: Using almoft diunk, he woald 
drink to him, end yet prcfently fay hefhouldbe 
hanged. Then he called for me, 1 trembled to bear 
ipm, yet I was fain r® go to him, andbedraokto 
tnt, Ifcewiog no incivility. He wa* the firft Indian 
Jfgw drunk all the while that 1 was atnongfl them. 
At |aft his Squaw ran out, and be after her, round 
the Wigwam, tfith his mony jingling at his knees: 
Bet (he efcaped him: But bavmg.an old Squaw he 
ran to her: add fo through the Lords mercy, we 
were no more troubled that night. Tet 1 bad not 
c comfortable nights reft: for 1 think J Can fay, j dil 
Mot fleepfor thru mghts together . The night before 
the Letter came from the Council, j could not reft 
J was fo full of fearcs and troubles, God man] 
times leaving us molt la the dark, v/heo eklV? 
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isncc is flcarcft: yea, at this time I coaid oot rcft^ 
night not day. The next night f was overjoyed, 
Mr. Hoar being cotne, and that with fnch good tv* 
dings* The third night I was even fwallowed up 
•with the thoughts of things, viz, that ever I fiiould 
|0 home again; and that i muft go ? leaving my 
Children behind me in the tVi/dtmfii fo that deep 
¥ls now aimed departed from mine eyes. 

OaTutfday morning they called dbcu Gourd 
Conrt (as they call it) to confide and deteimioc, 
whether 1 Cbould go home or no: And they ail aa 
one man did fcemingly con ft nt to it, that I (hoold 
30 home j except 7hihp x vAo wo aid not coma 
amougthern. 

But before f go any further, ( would take leave 
fo mention a few rcmaihabfc pafiagcsofprovi* 
deoee, which. I took fpecial notice of in my atSie

It is the Lords 
doing* and it fhoold be marvelous in curcyes. 

a. I cannot bnt remember how tbe Indians de¬ 
rided the flown eft, and dufnefsof the E*glt(h Ar¬ 
my, in i tsfett ingout. For after the deflations at 
JLancafier Med field, as I went along w«h 

thetp,, they asked .me when I thought the £aglijh 
Army would come after them* I told themlcou d 
not tell: It may be they Will come in May, raid 
they. Thus did they fcoffeatus, as if the £nghf> 
Would be a quarter of a year getting ready 
3. Which alfo I have bint/a before, when the Eog- 
lifh Atmf with new [applies were fent forth to pnrfue 
offer tht enemy, & they under (landing it : fed bejirt 
them tilllhey came to Baquaug River, where they 
forthwith went over fafely ; that that River Jhould In 
inof affable to iht EogliQi. I can but admire to fee 
the wonderful! providence of God in prefetvirg 
the heathen for farther affli&ion to our poorCoun 
trey. They could go in great numbers over, bit 
£he Engltfh muft flop: God had an over-ruling 
hand in all tbofc things. 

4. It wat thought, if their Com were tut down, 
they would Jldrve and dp with hutigtr:, and all 
their Corn that midU found, was defhojed, and 

they 
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they driven from that lit tit they bad in ft ore, into tb* 
Woods in tbt midft of Winter ; and yet how to ad' 
miration did the Lord prefer vc them for hit ho¬ 
ly ends, and the dcftru&ionof many ftill araongft 
the E»gli{l)l ftrangely did the Loid proyitfc fot 
them j that I did not fee ( alt the titbc.i'W»a- 
mong them) one Man, Woman, or Child, die 
with hunger. 

Though many times they woold eat that, that 
a Hog or a Dog would hardly touch; yet by that 
God ftrengthned them to be a fcotugc to his 
People. 

The chief and contmont(l food nets Ground- nutv. 
They tat alfo Nutt and oA corns, Hartycboakj* 
Lilly roots. Ground-it am, and feveral other weeds 
and roots, that I know nor. 

Tkty would pick, ftp old bonet, and cut them to piec - 
« at tbtjoynts, and iftbty wtre full of womet and 
nagots, tbtj would feald them ovtr tbt fire to ma^t 
lit vermrte come out, and then boiltthsm, anddnnf^ 
»f tbt Liquor, and then beat tbegrtat endi of. them 
in a Morttr, and fo cat them* They would ca t 
Hoifes gun, and ears, and all forts of wild Birds 
which they could catch: alfo Bear,Veoniion,Bra¬ 
ver, Touois, Frogs, Squirrels, Dogs, Skunks, 
fUttlc-fnakesj yea, the very Bnkof Trees; be- 
(ides all forts of cr€aturcs,and proviGoo-which they 
plundered from the Englifts. 1 can but Bond in 
admiration to fee the wonderful power of God, in 
providing for fucha vaft number of our Enemies 
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in tbe wildtmfi, where there was nothing to be 
fcetif but from band to moutb. Many timet in a 
morning, the generality of them, would cat up 
all they had, and yet bate fomc farther fupply a* 
ga»ft they wanted. h is (aid, ffal: 8l.13,14. 
,-€Hb, that my T<opie bad btarfyed to me, and ;Ifra4 
had walk'd injny.way.esy l fbsuldfoon bavefubdutd 
tbtir Emmie t f and turned my band itgainittheir 
&4dvtrfuries. But now our per vet fc and evil car¬ 
riages in the fight of 'be Lord, have fo offended 
him, tbacinftead of turniog his hs^nd againft them, 
the Lord feeds & nourifhes them up to be a fcourge 
to-the whole Land. 

j. zAnotber&ingtbett I would obf<.Yvt is , the 
firange providence of God,. in'turning things- about 
robinthe Indians was attbehigheft, andtht Engliftv 
at tbe low:ft -1 was with the Enemy eleven weeks 
and fivedayes, jtod notone Week parted without 
tbe fury.qfthe Enemy, and fame defolation by fire 
onddword upon one place or other. Tbcymour* 
njrd ( with their black faces) for fheir own Ioffes 
yet triumphed and tejoyced in their inhumane, and 
many times devilifh cruelty to the £nglifh. They 
would boaft much of ibeir Vittories ; faying, 
that in two bouts time they bad deftroyed fuch.. a 
Copt ashy and his Company at fuch a place; and fuch 
a Caftan and his Company in fuch a .place*, aad 
tuefc a Captain and his Companp in fuch a place: 
and boaft how 'many 4 T owns they .had, deftroyed, 
a nd thcn.fr off c, aodfay, They bad ’'doW tbima 
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good turn , f o fetid them to' Ht&v*h fo foon. Agauj, 
sfiey. woald fay, This Summer that they would 
kmchjlUthe Trouts m the head, or drive them in - 
title Sen, or make them fin the Coutiirey i think¬ 
ing furely, The bittertsefs. of Death is 

lafl. Now the Heathen begi ts to think all is their 
own,& thepoot Chtjftiant hopes tafail(as to man) 
and now tbtir eyes are more to God. andtheii 
hearts figh heaven-ward: and to fay in good ear¬ 
ned, Help Lord } or we perifh: When the Lord 
had brought his people to this, that th:y faw ho 
help in anything but himfelf; then-he takes the 
giarreljntohis own hand: and though they bad 
made a pit, in their ©up rmagnitions, as deep as 
hell for the CHri(lians tbaf Summer, vet the Lord 
hurtl’d them felv^sTnrb it.- And thcLord had not 
fomany wtyes before to prefer vc the©', burnow 
he hath as many to deftrqy them. 

SutiontHrnegaiotomyfotngbonre, where pe 
may fit arCwa- l&ble change of Providence.: At fit ft 
they were all againft it, except my Hu band 
would conic for me; but afterwards they afiented 
to it, and Teem cd much to rejoycc in it fome astir 
.moTo fetid them (ome Bread, others forhc Tobac¬ 
co, others fhakingme by the hand, offering me a 
Hood and Scarfe.toride in; not one moviogbaid 
ortongusagainfUt. Thus hath the Lord anfwcr-’ 
ltd’mf poor defire,and the mauy wrneft regutfls of 
^Others put op unto God for me, • In my travels 
ap Indian came tome, ad4 tokl mc^;if l wctewil- 
E j 
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ling, he and his Squaw would ruu awiy, andgo 
borne along with me: I told him 7 %o: 1 was not 
Willing to run away, hat defired to wait Gods 
time, tbit J might go home quietly, and without 
fear. And now God hath granted me my defire' 
O the wonderfaH power of God that J hive feen,* 
and the experience that I have bad: 1 have been 
tntbemidjt of tbofe roaring Lyons, and Salvage 
Bearn that feared neither God, nor Man, nor the 
Devil, by night and day, alone and in company : 
Jlttfwg all forts together, and ftt not the of them 
4Vtr offered me the leajt abtefe of unthafluy to mf , i» 
ivord or attiou. Tboagh feme arc trady to fay, 
J fpcak it for my own credit; But 1 fpea{it in the 
presence of God, and tehis Glory, Gods Power is 
oi great now, and as (efficient to lave, as when be 
preferved Danul in tbc Lions Den; or the three 
Chi drtn iurhe firry Furnace. I may well fay at 
hjs P/at. 107. li Ob give tban\t unto the Lord for 
he is good, far his mercy evduretb far ever. Lee the 
Redeemed of the Lord fay fo, whom be hath re¬ 
deemed from the haad of the Enemy, cfpecially 
that 1 fhould come away in the midfl of fo many 
hundrcds.pl Enemies quietly and pcacably, and not 
a Oog moving hi: tongue. So 1 took my leave 
of them, and in comingalong my hcartmeltcd in¬ 
to tears, more then all the while 1 wai with them* 
and I was almoft fwallowed op with the thoughts 
that ever l fhould go borne again. Abont the San 
goiogdown, Mr« Hoar, end my felf, and the two 
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Indians cams to Lancajtfr, and a foletrm fight it 
Was to me. There had I lived many comfortable 
yearsamougft my Relations aod Neighbours, and 
now ooc one ChrijHan ro be fcco, nor one houfc 
left ftanding. We went on to a Farm fcoafs that 
was yet (landing, where we lay all njght: and a 
comfortable lodging we had,, though nothing but 
draw to ly on Tbe Lord preserved os in,fafcty 

that night, aod raifed.us up again in the morning, 
and carried ut along, that before noon, we 
came to Concord. Now was I full of joy, and yet 
not without forrow: joy to fee fuch a lovely fight, 
fo many Chrijhant together, and fome of them my 
Neighbours: There /met with toy Brother, and 
my Brother in Law, who asked me, if 1 knew 
where bis Wife was? Poor heart! he bad helped 
to bury her, ana kacw it not; (he dicing fljot 
down by the book was partly burnt: fo. that 
thole who were at B»(lon at the deflation of the 
Town, andcimc back afterward, and bnried the 
dead, did not know her. Ye* l wsuot without 
fo rtow,to think how many were looking and long¬ 
ing, and my own Children amongfl: the reft, to 
eoioy that deliverance that I bad now. received 
and /did not know whither ever 1 Ihould fee them 
again. Being recruited with food and raiment 
we went to Bofton that day, where I met with my 
dtac Husband, bnt the thoughts of our dfiT Chil¬ 
dren,. ooe.beiog dead, and the other we codd.not. 
where, abated our comfort each to ot her-. 1 
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Wisootbciotefo roach hem'd in with the mtrdlcl* 
end eta el Heathen, butnow as ranch with pittiful, 
tender-hearted, and compiffiotiate Cimftians. 
!a that poor, anddcftrol&d, and beggttly condi¬ 
tion I wasjcceivfd in, I was kindly entertained in 
fcverallHoafes *. fo much love I received from fc- 
veial (fume of whom I knew, and otheri I knew 
not} that is moot capable todeclare it* Bat the 
Lord knows them alkbyname: The Lord reward 
thtmfevenfeld in to their bofoms of tit fpir it trail t for 
thrir temporalt-. ! The twenty pounds thc^pricc 
of my tedemption was railed by fome Bojltn Gen¬ 
tlemen, and Ms. Vfhtr, whofc bounty and icligi- 
ous chanty,. would not forget to make mention 
of. TheaMr. Thomas Shepard of Cbatlflown re¬ 
ceived us fefo bis Hoa r e, where wc continued elc* 
cca weeks; and a Father andMother they were 
to os And many mote tender-hearted Friend* we 
met with in that place. Wc were now in the 
midft of love, yet not without much and (req ueot 
heavinefsof heart for our poor Children, and other 
Relation*, who were fhftin affliction.* The week 
tallowing, aft.r my coming ip, the Governour and 
Gouncrkfettt forth to the ludtani aga n j and that 
not wnbouifeccel* - for they bropghr in ray $<fler, 
and Good-wife Kettles Theirnot a no wing .where 
our Children w f re, tvas a fore tryal to us folly and 
yei-we were not without feeret hopes that we 
fbould fee them again That which was dead lay 
heavier upoo my fgirit, than thole which were a- 
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gve and aroongft thaHcatfien ; thinking bo® it {of¬ 
feree! with its wounds, and f was no way able to 
relieve It» and how it was buried by the Heathen 
laibcWildemefi from among all Ghriftians. We 
were hurried up and down in our thoughts, fome* 
Sine we fhould heir a report that they' were gone 
ibis way, and fometime* that; and that they were 
come in, in this place or that: Wc kept enquir¬ 
ing and liftuing to hear concerning them, bat no 
certain news as yet. About this time the Coan. 
ini had ordered a day of publick Thank*-[iviug ; 
though I thongbt l had ftijl caufc of mourning, and 
being anfettledin our minds, we thought we would 
ride toward the Eaftward^ to fee if we could hear 
any thing concerning our Children, Aad as ' we 
were riding along £ God is the wife difpofer of all 
things] between iffmeb and Ronly wc met with 
Mr. William Hubbard, who told us that oar Son 
fo/epfe wascome in to Major Waldrens, and ano¬ 
ther with him, which wormy Sifters Son, I asked 
himhowheknewit? Hefaid, the Msjorbimfclf* 
told bimfo. So along we went till we came to 
Niwbury ; and their Minifter bcingabfcnr, they 
deSred my Husband to Preach th&'fbankj giving 
for them; but he was not willing to ftay there that 
night,but would go over to Salisbury , to hear fur¬ 
ther, and come again in tbc morning; which be 
did, and Preached there that day. At nigfir, when 
he had done, one came and told him that Ms* 
Daughter was come in at Providing :] Here was

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NOTES TO THE NARRATIVE 

BIOGRAPHY 
ARY (WHITE) ROWLANDSON was the 



daughter of John and Joane White, who ap¬ 
peared in Salem as early as 1638, and moved 


from their Wenham lands to Lancafter in 1653. John 
White was the wealthieft of the original proprietors of 
Lancafter, his eftate being recorded as ^380 &s. id. As 
the pound fterling in 1653 probably had a purchafing 
power five or fix times as great as at the prefent day, this 
was equivalent to about twenty thoufand dollars of our 
money. His wife, Joane, died in 1654. He furvived 
until 1673. His children, all of whom married, were 
Thomas, Joane, Elizabeth, Mary, Jofiah, Sarah, and 
Hannah. Mary, the authorefs, was doubtlefs born in 
England. She married Reverend Jofeph Rowlandfon in 
1656. The dates and places of her birth, her marriage, 
and her death are not found recorded. She had four chil¬ 
dren, born in Lancafter: Mary, 1657, nm. 13d., died 
1660; Jofeph, 1661,7m. id., died 1713 in Wethersfield, 
having a son Wilfon; Mary, 1665, 6m. I2d., married 
Jonathan Blodget, of Salifbury; Sarah, 1669, September 
15, died of wound while a captive at Menamefet, now 
New Braintree, February 29, 1675/6. 
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THE DESTRUCTION OF LANCASTER 

A brief outline of the tragedy in the Nalhaway Valley, 
February io, 1675/6, fupplying fome details not given by 
Mrs. Rowlandfon, is needful to a full underftanding of 
her ftory. 

The heroic warrior, Quanapaug, alias James Wifer, a 
Chriftian convert of the Nalhaway tribe, employed as a 
fcout by Governor Leverett, on January 24, 1675/6, 
brought timely notice from information which he had 
received from his friend, Monoco, a Nalhaway fachem, that 
the hoftile Indians aflembled near Quabaug would fall 
upon the Englilh fettlements in twenty days, and that they 
would firft affault Lancafter, then a frontier town of about 
fifty families, organized into five or fix garrifons. The 
lethargic colonial authorities failed to recognize the impor¬ 
tance of this warning. But Job Kattenanit, of Natick, 
another daring fcout, dragged himfelf to Major Daniel 
Gookin’s door in Cambridge a little before midnight on 
February ninth, exhaufted with his eighty-mile journey 
through the wildernels upon fnow-lhoes from Menamefet, 
bringing complete confirmation of Quanapaug’s report. 
The confederate tribes were on the warpath, and the blow 
was to fall on the morrow. Major Gookin hurriedly de- 
fpatched a meffenger to Concord and Marlborough, order¬ 
ing the military companies there to the affiftance of 
Lancafter. At Marlborough Captain Samuel Wadfworth 
was polled with about forty men. Upon receipt of the 
meflage at daybreak he haftened with his command to the 
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already beleaguered town about ten miles diftant, and, by 
good fortune evading an ambufcade, fought his way to the 
garrifon houfe of Cyprian Stevens, which was near and in 
fight of the Rowlandfon home, but acrofs the river. 

Rumors of the threatening tempeft of favage wrath had 
ftirred the quietude of the Nafhaway Valley, and the min- 
ifter, Jofeph Rowlandfon, with the chief military officer 
of the town, Lieutenant Henry Kerley, and other leading 
citizens had gone to the Bay to beg help from the apathetic 
council. There were probably fourteen or more foldiers 
from the lower towns detailed among the various Lan- 
cafter garrifons. Wadfworth’s force was inefficient for 
aggreffive tadlics, and his arrival too late to affift thofe 
in the minifter’s garrifon. At John Prefcott’s, Richard 
Wheeler’s, Thomas Sawyer’s, and Nathaniel Joflin’s, as 
well as Cyprian Stevens’ palifaded houfes the defence was 
fuccefsful, and the Indians, knowing that a mounted force 
of eighty men from Concord and other reenforcements 
were approaching, retired to the hills with rich fpoils 
gathered from abandoned farms and twenty-four captives; 
where they were fafe from any force the Englifh could 
bring againft them. In a Angle day a fair fcene of rural 
induftry and content had become more defolate than 
the rude wildernefs from which it had been laborioufly 
conquered. 

The furvivors under the protedlion of the foldiers 
buried their mangled dead, and fuch as had no relatives in 
the Bay towns able to receive them were gathered into the 
well-fortified garrifon of Thomas Sawyer in the fouth 
village and that of Cyprian Stevens near the North River 
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bridge. Their petition fent to the colonial authorities con¬ 
tinues the pitiful tale. It is in the handwriting of Stevens, 
and preferved in Maflachufetts Archives, LXVIII. 156. 

To the Hone rd Gournor and Counfell 

The humble petition of the poor deftrefled people of Lancafter, 
humbley fheweth, that fence the enemy mad fuch fad & difmall 
hauocke among!!: our deare ffreinds & Brethcren, & we that are left 
who haue our Liues for a prey fadly fencable of Gods Judgm 1 * up¬ 
on us, this with the deftrefle we are now in dus embolden us to 
prefent our humble Requefts to yo r Honors, hoping our Con- 
difions may be confidered by you & our Requefts find except- 
ance with you, our flat is very deplorable, in our Incapafity to 
fubfift, as to Remouc away we can not, the enemy has fo Incom- 
pafed us, otherwife for want of help our catle being the moft of 
them caried away by the barberoufs heathen, & to ftay difinabled 
for want of food, the Towns people are Genrally gon who felt the 
Judgm 1 but light, & had theyr catle left them with theyr eftats, but 
we many of us heare in this prifon, haue not bread to laft us on 
mongth & our other provifion fpent & gon, for the genrallyty, our 
Town is drawn into two Garifons wherein are by the Good favours 
of yo r Hon rs eighteen foulders, which we gladly mayntayn foe long 
as any thing lafts, & if yo r Honors ftiould call them of, we are fear- 
taynly a bayt for the enemy if God do not wonderfully prevent, 
therefore we hop as God has mad you fathers ouer us fo you will 
haue a fathers pitty to us & extend your care ouer us who are 
yo r poor deftrefled fubje&s. We are forrowful to Leaue the place, 
but hoplefle to keep it unlefle mayntayned by the Cuntrey, it 
troubles our fperits to giue any Incuridgm 1 to the enemy, or leaue 
any thing for them to promot their wicked defigne, yet better faue 
our Liues then lofe Life & Eftat both, we are in danger emenent, 
the enemy leying Aboue us, nay on both fids of us, as dus play- 
ingly Apeare. our womens cris dus dayly Increafe bcand 
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exprcfion which dus not only fill our ears but our hearts full of 
Grcefc, which makes us humbly Requeft yo r Hon" to fend a Gard 
of men & that if you pleafe fo comand we may haue Carts About 
fourteen will Remoue the whool eight of which has been prefed 
long at Sudburry but nevr came for want of a fmall gard of men, 
the whooll that is, all that are in the on Garifon, Kept in Major

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On March 26 troopers and carts fent for the purpofe 
by Major Simon Willard removed the people and their 
chattels to Concord, and the wolves and favages refumed 
their fovereignty along the Nafhua. The Lancafter fami¬ 
lies in their banifhment were fcattered far and wide wher¬ 
ever they could find friendly fhelter. By various local 
records of births and deaths among them between 1676 
and 1680, when many of them returned to their dearly- 
bought lands in the valley, we know that the Prefcotts, 
Ruggs, Hudfons and fome of the Sawyers were at Con¬ 
cord; the Wilders, Willards, Houghtons, Waters and 
Ropers, in Charleftown; the Farrars, at Woburn; the 
Whitcombs, at Scituate; the Lewifes, Bemans, Rogers, 
Sumners and Athertons, at Dorchefter. The Rowlandfons 
removed from Bofton to Wethersfield, Connecticut, in the 
fpring of 1677. 

NARRATIVE OF CAPTIVITY 

Page 1. “ February 10, 1675\6” (February ao, 1676, 

New Style), fell upon Thurfday. 

“ 'There were jive per fans" etc. This was the family of 
John Ball, the tailor. His home was on the flope of the 
George Hill range, but cannot be exaCtly located. 

Page 2. “ Three others belonging to the fame Garrifon .” 

This was the garrifon of Richard Wheeler, probably on 
the fouthern flope of George Hill and certainly in South 
Lancafter, not on Wataquadock as Jofeph Willard and 
Reverend A. P. Marvin fuppofed. 

“ The Houfe flood upon the edge of a Hill.” The min- 
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ifter’s dwelling was dire&ly well of the northweft corner 
of the Middle Cemetery and two or three rods down the 
dope from the prefent highway. The meeting-houfe Hood 
upon the highefl ground in the cemetery. 

Page 3. “My brother in law'' Enfign John Divoll 
commanded the garrifon on the day of the maffacre, 
Lieutenant Henry Kerley being abfent as before told. 
Divoll’s wife was Hannah, Mrs. Rowlandfon’s youngeft 
filler. 

Page 3. “My elder JiJler s children'' Elizabeth was 
the wife of Henry Kerley. Her children were: Henry, 
born 1657; William, 1659; Elizabeth, 1661 (?); Hannah, 
1663; Mary, 1666; Joleph, 1669; Martha, 1672. 

Page 4. “ Of tbirty-feven perfons ,” etc. The contem¬ 

porary hillorian, William Hubbard, gives forty-two as the 
number in the Rowlandfon garrifon. Daniel Gookin fays 
“about forty.” Other contemporary accounts, the moll 
noteworthy of which is “ News from New England,” 
London, 1676, give the total cafualties as fifty-five. Mrs. 
Rowlandfon may not have taken into account the foldiers 
from other places afligned to the garrifons who doubtlefs 
fuffered lofs. According to Treafurer Hull’s accounts 
there were fourteen foldiers ferving in the town on 
January 25.

If the total cafualties numbered fifty-five, twelve are 
miffing; and thefe lifts give but twenty-two of the twenty- 
four captives. A foldier from Watertown was killed near 
Prefcott s mill a few days later, and John Roper was flain 
on the day the town was finally abandoned. 
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The First Remove. Thurfday night, February io, 
1675/6. 

Page 6. “ Upon a hill within fight of the town.” This 

camp was upon George Hili, the higheft elevation in 
Lancafter, fo named by the firfl planters probably becaufe 
George Adams as early as 1645 his home lot of 
twenty acres upon it adjoining the fite of Symonds’ and 
King’s trucking houfe. Upon the fummit is a huge 
granite boulder, rent in twain and half buried, which time- 
hallowed tradition has honored as the refting place of the 
captive the night after the fack of the town. The “vacant 
houfe” was that originally occupied by John Prefcott, 
built on the trucking-houfe fite. Its location is now cov¬ 
ered by the Maplehurft {tables. Many curious ftatements 
concerning Mrs. Rowlandfon’s Removes have been printed 
by local hiftorians, and continue to miflead readers. Some 
of thefe go to prove that their authors never faw any of 
the numerous editions of the Narrative. Thus Rufus C. 
Torrey in his “Hiftory of the Town of Fitchburg,” 1836, 
fays: “From her account it appears that {he fpent the 
firft night of her captivity on a fmall ifland in a river. 
This is fuppofed to be in Leominfter. . . . The fecond 
night fhe paffed upon a high hill. . . . There is good 
foundation for the conjefture that {he paffed the fecond 
night on Rollftone hill.” Later annalifts of like latitude 
have repeated this falfification, and one has even ingenioufly 
improved upon it by claiming that Rollftone is a corrup¬ 
tion of the original name Rowlandfon, and commemorates 
the night’s encampment. 

Page 7. “ 'Thofe /even that were killed etc. Thefe 
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Rowlandfon Rock, fummit of George Hill, looking Eafl 
upon Lancaller. 
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vidtims of Auguft 22, 1675, were: George Bennett, Jacob 
Farrar, Jr., Jofeph Wheeler, William Flagg, and Mordecai 
McLoud with his wife Lydia (Lewis) and two young chil¬ 
dren. Flagg was a foldier belonging to Watertown. The 
leader of the bloodthirfty horde guilty of thefe murders was 
Monoco, alias Apequinafh, alias One-eyed John, a Naflia- 
way, one of the mod cunning and mercilefs of the Indian 
chieftains known to New England hiftory. He was the 
prominent figure in the tragedies at Brookfield, Medfield, 
and Groton, and made the boaft that he would carry de- 
vaftation town by town to the Bay. He finally furrendered 
at Cocheco, perhaps under fome unofficial promife of quar¬ 
ter, and was hung at the town’s end, Bofton, September 26, 
1676. It is ufelefs to conjedlure what purpofe the favages 
had in deceiving Mrs. Rowlandfon with the falfe ftatement 
that Monoco’s band was compofed of Chriftian Indians. 
Daniel Gookin has recorded the fadt that he was accom¬ 
panied by twenty of Philip’s warriors, Wampanoags. The 
“praying Indians” arrefled by the brutal Captain Mofeley 
under fufpicion and taken to Bofton for trial, although the 
popular feeling againft them was intenfely aroufed, were 
eafily able to prove an alibi. 

Second Remove. Friday, February 11. The fecond 
night’s encampment was upon the Indian trail, and prob¬ 
ably in the weftern part of Princeton. This trail ran a 
little fouth of Wachufett to the Indian villages on the 
Menamefet (now Ware) River, where it branched to 
the north and fouth towards the tribal headquarters of the 
Pocumtucks and the (^uabaugs. 

Third Remove. Saturday, February 12, to Sunday, 
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February 27. “ Wenimeffet'' Menamefet, or Memini- 

miffet, was a fwamp ftronghold of the Quabaugs in the 
extreme northern angle of the town of New Braintree. 

Page 9. “ Robert Pepper." Captain Richard Beers of 

Watertown and thirty-fix men, while on their way to re¬ 
enforce the Northfield garrifon, were waylaid by a party of 
over a hundred warriors led by Sagamore Sam, September 
3, 1675, two miles fouth of their deftination, when the 
leader and nineteen foldiers were {lain. Pepper was cap¬ 
tured ; the reft efcaped. This captive’s ftatement refpeft- 
ing Philip is very important, and feems to have been 
overlooked by many hiftorians. It muft be accepted when 
aflbciated with other contemporary records as a complete 
confutation of the tradition that Philip led the affault upon 
Lancafter. William Hubbard gives no authority for this 
tradition, and the report of the Indian fcout, Quanapaug, 
January 24, 1675/6, tells us that Philip and his forces 
were in winter quarters “ half a day’s journey north of 
Fort Albany.” A letter to London dated February 8, 
1675/6, ftates the fame fadfc, and Samuel G. Drake locates 
his encampment at “ Scattacook, about twenty miles north 
of Albany.” In “ Documents relative to the Colonial 
Hiftory of New York,” III. 255, and in “ Connecticut 
Colonial Records,” II. 397 and 406, the correfpondence 
of Sir Edmund Andros, Governor of New York, confirms 
thefe accounts and relates the ftory of Philip’s unfuccefsful 
fight with the Mohawks early in February. The perfiftent 
myth prefuming his prefence in the attacks upon Lancafter 
and other towns perhaps had its origin in the unhiftoric 
relation of Reverend Timothy Harrington in his “ Cen- 
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tury Sermon,” 1753 : “ . . . But Philip with the reft con- 
fefled by themfelves after the peace to be 1500, marched 
for Lancafter in which there were then about fifty families. 
And on the 10th of February 1676, aflaulted in five 
diftind bodies and places.” The Lancafter hiftorians, 
Jofeph Willard, Ifaac Goodwin, and Reverend Abijah P. 
Marvin accepted this ftory without queftion. Reverend 
Peter Whitney, John W. Barber, John Langdon Sibley, 
and more recently even John Fifke (“Dutch and Quaker 
Colonies in America,” II. 60) have perpetuated the error. 
Philip could not have been within one hundred miles of 
Lancafter on the day of the aflault. Muttaump alias 
Maliompe, fachem of the Quabaugs, was the fenior chief’ 
tain prefent, and Sagamore Sam alias Shofhanim and Mo- 
noco alias One-eyed John of the Nafhaways, Matoonas 
of the Nipmucks, and Quanopin of the Narraganfets, were 
his lieutenants. They led in all about four hundred 
warriors. Samuel Sewall, in his “Diary,” I. 22, fays 
Maliompe was the “ General at Lancafter.” 

Page 12. “ There I left that child'' Defpite this cir- 

cumftantial account of the burial of her child, Sarah, upon 
the hill at Menamefet, a recent adventurer in hiftoric 
difquifition has printed the following: “ The murder of 
Mrs. Rowlandfon’s daughter Grace by the Indians is faid 
to have given her name to Mount Grace in Warwick.” 
A fimilar mifftatement is to be found in the “New Eng¬ 
land Hand Book.” 

Page 13. “ Medfield." This town, lefs than twenty 

miles from Bofton, was attacked February 21, when fifty 
houfes were burned and eighteen perfons (lain. 
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The Fourth Remove. Monday, February 28, to 
Friday, March 3. This camp was probably within the 
limits of Peterfham, about half-way between the Ware 
and Miller’s rivers, and near the Indian village of Niche- 
waug. 

The Fifth Remove. Friday, March 3, to March 5. 
The croffing over the Baquag, or Miller’s, river was in 
Orange, near the Athol line. The “ Englifh army ” in 
purfuit was a troop of mounted men and three infantry 
companies from the Bay towns, with a fimilar force from 
Connecticut, all under command of Major Thomas Savage. 
They reached Quabaug March 2, and, had they not been 
detained by Indian wiles, the cavalry Ihould have over¬ 
taken the retreating mob of favages before they effected 
their croffing of the fwollen ftream. 

The Sixth Remove. Monday, March 6. This night’s 
bivouac was befide the great Northfield Swamp on the 
trail between Nichewaug and Squakeag. 

The Seventh Remove. Tuefday, March 7. This night’s 
camp was at Squakeag near Beers’ Plain in Northfield. 

The Eighth Remove. Wednefday, March 8. This 
encampment, on the weft fide of the Connecticut river, 
was at Coaflet in South Vernon, Vermont. Here Mrs. 
Rowlandfon, evidently for the firft time, met Philip, who 
had recently reached the valley returning from his winter 
quarters on the Hudfon, whither he went with, as Governor 
Andros eftimated, about a thoufand warriors, for the pur- 
pofe of buying powder and {hot of the Dutch, and in the 
hope of enticing the Mohawks or Canadian Indians into 
an alliance againft the Maffachufetts Colonifts. At Coaflet 
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there congregated all the hoftile tribes, an aflemblage num¬ 
bering perhaps two thoufand fighting men. 

Page 26. “ Northampton .” The aflault here mentioned 

was on March 14, and the town having been recently pali- 
faded the enemy was repulfed, fix of the inhabitants being 
flain and three or four houfes burned. 

The Ninth Remove. March —. This encampment 
was in the Afliuelot Valley, New Hampfhire. 

Page 27. “ Naananto.” The King of the Narraganfets, 
better known as Canonchet the fon of Miantonimo, was 
not captured until April 2. He was feared by the Englilh 
hardly lefs than Philip; and with better reafon, for he was 
the brains of the favage confederation, the influence and 
prowefs of Philip being much overeftimated in hiftory. 
Canonchet with a party of about feventy-five, including 
thirty warriors, vifited the Narraganfet country to fecure 
a ftore of feed corn from fecret granaries near Seekonk 
belonging to his people. The corn was obtained and fome 
of it reached the Squakeag encampment, but Canonchet 
with a fmall efcort was furprifed and captured by a fcouting 
party of Mohegans, Pequots, and Englilh under Oneko 
and Captain George Denifon. Canonchet was (hot the 
next day at Stonington, and from that time the alliance of 
the hoftile tribes began to lofe coherence. 

The Tenth Remove. March—to April—. Camps 
in the Afliuelot Valley. 

The Eleventh Remove. April —. This remove took 
the captive to the northernmoft point reached by her. The 
encampment was near the Connedticut River in Chefter- 
field, New Hampfliire, or perhaps in Weftmoreland. Mrs. 
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Rowlandfon’s words give no warrant for the claim of 
certain local hiltorians that (lie was taken as far north as 
Charlefton, which is about forty miles above Coaffet, now 
South Vernon. A “day’s journey” for an Indian band 
including women and children, travelling fingle file through 
the wildernefs with all their belongings, was rarely much 
over ten miles, as their itinerary proves. 

The Twelfth Remove. Sunday, April 9. This camp 
was in the fame neighborhood as the lalt. 

The Thirteenth Remove. April—. This fortnight’s 
encampment was probably in the fouth part of Hinfdale, 
New Hamplhire, near the river. 

Page 35. “ Came yelping from Hadley .” This was the 

return of a fcouting party which killed three carelefs citi¬ 
zens at Hockanum, and captured Read, who efcaped May 
15. John Gilbert was a youth of feventeen years captured 
about March 1. 

The Fourteenth Remove. April—. This move was 
probably about April 20. When the news of Canonchet’s 
death reached the Indians they became thoroughly dif- 
heartened. They were without ammunition, decimated by 
difeafe, and threatened with ltarvation. The weltern In¬ 
dians put no truft in Philip’s capacity or courage, revolted 
from his command, and even threatened to fend his head 
to Bolton. The Nalhaways and Quabaugs left for Wachu- 
fett about April 10, and Philip and Quanopin went with 
them. Their fquaws and children remained awhile in the 
neighborhood of the Conne£ticut, living precarioufly upon 
wild roots and game. 
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The Fifteenth Remove. April—. Camp on Miller’s 
River at the crofiing in Orange near the Athol line. 

The Sixteenth Remove. April—. Camp about one 
mile fouth of Miller’s river near the Orange and Athol line. 

The Seventeenth Remove. April —. Camp prob¬ 
ably at the Indian village of Nichewaug in Peterlham. 

The Eighteenth Remove. April —. Camp at an 

Indian village near Menamefet, probably on Barre Plains. 

The Nineteenth Remove. April —. Camp on the 
weftern fide of Wachufett, probably in Princeton. 

Page 47. “My majter had three Jjuaws .” Quanopin 
or Quinnapin, Mrs. Rowlandfon’s purchafer, was a Narra- 
ganfet and the grandnephew of Canonicus. His oldeft 
fquaw was Onux; his fecond, whom Mrs. Rowlandfon 
ferved as maid, was Weetamoo, alias Namumpum, Queen 
of Pocaffet and fifter-in-law of Philip; being the filler of 
his wife and alfo the widow of his brother Alexander, alias 
Wamfutta. Quanopin was her third hufband. She was 
drowned in attempting to fwim acrofs the river or arm of 
the fea at Mattapoifett to efcape capture. Quanopin was 
captured, tried at Newport, and fliot Auguft 25, 1676. 

Page 48. “ ‘then came 'Tom and Peter." Tom Dublet, 

alias Nepanet, and Peter Conway, alias Tatatiquinea, were 
Chrillian Indians of Nalhobah, who, upon repeated peti¬ 
tions from Mr. Rowlandfon and other clergymen to the 
council, were perfuaded to ferve as meflengers to the hoftile 
fachems, feeking the terms upon which they would releafe 
the captives. Dublet’s firft vifit to them, which he made 
alone, was on April j, when he bore the following letter, 
which is found copied in Maffachufetts Records : — 
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For the Indian Sagamores & people that are in warre againft 
us. Intelligence is come to us that you have fome Englifli, efpe- 
cially women and children in Captivity among you. We have 
therefore fent the meffenger offering to redeem them either for pay¬ 
ment in goods or wampum or by exchange of prifoners. We defire 
your anfwer by this our meffenger what price you demand for every 
man woman and child, or if you will exchange for Indians. If you 
have any among you that can write your anfwer to this our meffage, 
we defire it in writing; and to that end have fent, paper pen and 
incke by the meffenger. If you lett our meffenger have free 
acceffe to you, freedome of a fafc returne, we are willing to doe the 
like by any meffenger of yours, provided he come unarmed, and 
carry a white flag upon a ftaffe, vifible to be feene, which we take 
as a flag of truce, and is ufed by civilized nations in time of warre, 
when any meflengers are fent in a way of treaty, which we have 
done by our meffenger. In teftimony whereof I have fet my hand 
& feal.

To this he brought back on April 12 this reply: — 

We now giue anfwer by this one man, but if you like my 
anfwer fend one more man befides this one Tom Nepanet, and fend 
with all true heart and with all your mind by two men, becaufe you 
know and we know your heart great forrowful with crying for your 
loft many many hundred men and all your houfe and all your land, 
and woman, child and cattle, as all your thing that you have loft and 
on your backfide ftand.

This letter is printed in S. G. Drake’s c< Biography and 
Hiftory of the Indians of North America.” The original 
has not been difcovered. 

On his fecond vifit Dublet was accompanied by Peter, 
bearing a letter from the Council, of which no copy is 
known to be extant. They brought back on April 27 a 
reply from the chiefs, written by James Printer, an Indian 
who had ferved fixteen years’ apprenticefliip in Samuel 
Green’s printing office at Cambridge. The original is in 
the “ Hutchinfon Papers, II. 282. 

For the Governor and the Council at Bojlon 

The Indians, Tom Nepennomp and Peter Tatatiqunea hath 
brought us letter from you about the Englifti Captives, efpecially for 
Mrs Rolanfon ; the anfwer is I am forrow that I haue don much 
wrong to you and yet I fay the falte is lay upon you, for when we 
began quarel at firft with Plimouth men I did not think that you 
{hould haue fo much truble as now is: therefore I am willing to 
hear your defire about the Captives. Therefore we defire you to 
fent Mr Rolanfon and goodman Kettel: (for their wives) and thefe 
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Indians Tom and Peter to redeem their wives, they (hall come and 
goe very fafely : Whereupon we afk Mrs Rolanfon, how much 
your hufband willing to giue for you (he gaue an anfwer 20 pound 
in goodes but John Kittels wife could not till, and the reft captives 
may be fpoken of hereafter. 

In Maffachufetts Archives, XXX. 201, is the Council's 
refponfe: — 

To the Indian Sachems about Wachufets . 

We receiued your letter by Tom and Peter, which doth not 
anfwer ours to you: neither is fubfcribed by the fachcms nor hath it 
any date, which we know your fcribe James Printer doth well 
underftand {hould be. wee haue fent the s d Tom & Peter againe 
to you expecting you will fpeedily by them giue us a plaine & direct 
anfwer to our laft letter, and if you haue anything more to pro¬ 
pound to us wee defire to haue it from you under your hands, by 
thefe our meflengers, and you (hall haue a fpeedy anfwer. Dated 
the 28 th , April, 1676. 

Mr. Hoar accompanied Dublet upon this his third 
journey to Wachufett, carrying the ranfom for Mrs. Row- 
landfon in money and goods raifed by feveral Bofton 
gentlemen, and happily effected her releafe. On Monday, 
May 7 Dublet with Seth Perry was again fent to the 
fachems by the Council with this letter, which is found 
copied in Maffachufetts Records. The mi(five of the 
Indians to which it is a reply has not been difcovered. 

Thefe for the saggamores about IVitchufets, Phillips John y Sam, JVajha - 

ken , Old §)ueen fff Pomhom . 

Wee received your letter by John Hoare, who went vp to yow 
w th the meflengers, Tom & Peeter, being fent to yow from M r Rou- 
landfon. Our expectations was, that yow would lett vs know vpon 
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what condition yow would relcafe to vs all the Englifh captiues 
among yow. Our minde is not to make bargainc w th yow for one 
& one, but for altogether. Vnto this, which was our chcifc bufi- 
nes, yow fend vs no anfwer, which we doe not take kindly, for this 
way fpends much time. In your letter to vs you fay yow defire 
not to be hindred by our men in your planting, pmifing not to doe 
damage to our tounes. This is a great matter, and therefore can¬ 
not be ended by letters, without fpcaking one w lh another; we haue 
therefore fent to yow once more, to lett yow know our minds 
w th all fpeed. If yow will fend vs home all the Englifh prifoners, 
it will be a great teftimony of a true heart in yow to peace, which 
yow fay yow arc willing to haue; and then, if any of your fachems 
and Councellors will come to vs at Boflon, or els to Concord or 
Sudbury, to meet with fuch chcifc men as wee (hall fend, wee will 
fpeak w th yow about your dcfircs, and with true heart dcale vv th yow. 
This way is the beft way; therefore fend fpcedily to vs, whither 
yow will accept it or no. If yow vnderftand not our full minde, 
Seth Perry, whom we now fend w th this letter, will declare it more 
plaincly. And wee doe hereby grant & promife, that all fuch as 
yow (hall imploy in a treaty w th vs fliall be fafe & free to come & 
goe, on condition that our mefTengers alfo fhallbe fafe w th yow

A verbal meflage feems to have been returned appointing 
a meeting, and Jonathan Prefcott was fent the following 
Thurfday, with a letter of elaborate inftrinStions for his 
own condudt, and the following, copied in Maffachufetts 
Records: — 

To the Indian fachems. Yow know we fent our mefTengers 
according to your defire, and wee very true heart, but yow no giue 
vs anfwer in writing, by our mefTengers, as yow promife; wee 
now fend thefe our men, Pecter Gardiner & Jonathan Prefcott, to 
know your minde, whether yow willing lett vs haue our wcomen & 
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children yow haue captives; and if yow haue any propofall to 
make to vs, wee willing to heare yow \ and if yow come yourfelues, 
wee fend fome of our fachems to treat yow at Concord, or fome 
other place where beft, and yow haue fafc conduct $ for wee very 
true heart, and yow tell your people fo. 

By the Court Edw : Rawson Secret . 

The propofed meeting was held between Groton and 
Concord, and then or foon after feveral captives were ran- 
fomed, or releafed unconditionally. June 7, under guid¬ 
ance of Tom Dublet, Captain Daniel Henchman furprifed 
a party of Indians fifhing in the Waftiacum ponds. They 
were chiefly women and children. Seven were killed and 
twenty-nine were captured. Among the latter were the 
wives and children of Sagamore Sam and Muttaump. 
Thefe prifoners with others were ultimately fent to the 
Weft Indies and fold as flaves. This humbling blow and 
the increafing difficulty of obtaining fubfiftence turned the 
boafting of the proud fachems to a defpairing defire for 
peace, which found utterance in the following letters, 
printed in a London pamphlet entitled, “ A true account 
of the moll confiderable occurences that have happened in 
the Warre between the Englifh and the Indians in New- 
England 99 : — 

To all Englijhmen and Indians , all of you hear Mr IVaban Mr Eliott . 

July 6 1676. Mr John Levcrctt, my Lord, Mr Waban, and 
all the cheif men our Brethren Praying to God : Wc befcech you 
all to help us: my wife fhe is but one, but there be more Prifoners, 
which wee pray you keep well: Mattamuck his wife we entreat 
you for her, and not onely that man, but it is the Requeft of two 
Sachems, Sam Sachem of Wcfhakum, and the Pakafhoag Sachem. 
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And that further you will confider about the making Peace: We 
haue fpokcn to the people of Nafhobah (viz Tom Dublet and 
Peter) that we would agree with you and make covenant of Peace 
with you. We haue been deftroyed by your fouldiers, but ftill we 
Remember it now to fit ftill: do you confider it again: we do 
earneftly entreat you, that it may be fo by Jefus Chrift. O let it 
be fo: Amen Amen.

My Lord Mr Leveret at Bofton, Mr Waban, Mr Eliott, Mr. 
Gookin, and Council, hear yea. I went to Connc&icot about the 
Captives, that I might bring them into your hands, and when we 
were almoft there the Engiifti had deftroyed thofe Indians. When 
I heard it I returned back again: then when I came home, we were 
alfo deftroyed : After we were deftroyed then Philip and Quanipun 
went away into their own Countrey againe: and I knew they were 
much afraid, becaufe of our offer to joyn with the Engiifti, and 
therefore they went back into their own Countrcy, and I know they 
will make no warre: therefore becaufe when fomc Engiifti men 
came to us Philip and Quanipun fent to kill them: but I faid if any 
kill them, Ill kill them.

The foie reward by which the Maffachufetts colony 
recognized the fervices rendered by the brave copper- 
colored Chriftian, Thomas Dublet, was “ two coats,” 
voted him, upon petition, by the council eight years later. 

Page 50. “Sudbury Fight'' This was on April 18, 

when Captains Samuel Wadfworth of Milton and Samuel 
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Brocklebank of Rowley, with thirty or more of their men, 
were flain, having been drawn into an ambulh. 

The Twentieth Remove. Friday, April 28, to May 2. 
This encampment was upon the weftern bafe of the moun¬ 
tain very near the fouthern end of Wachufett Lake. 
Tradition has located the final conference of John Hoar 
and the fachems at an ifolated granite ledge near the Weft- 
minfter line in Princeton, which is now known as Redemp¬ 
tion Rock. This was bought in 1879 by the Honorable 
George Frilbie Hoar, and on its perpendicular face he has 
had the following legend infcribed: — 

UI’ON THIS ROCK MAY inu 1676 
WAS MADE THE AGREEMENT FOR THE RANSOM 
OF MRS MARY ROWLANDSON OF LANCASTER 
BETWEEN THE INDIANS AND JOHN HOAR OF CONCORD 
KING PHILIP WAS WITH THE INDIANS BUT 
REFUSED HIS CONSENT 

Page 54. “ Her Majler was hanged.” Mrs. Divoll’s 

captor was Sagamore Sam, chief of the Nafhaways, hanged 
at town’s end, Bofton, Tuefday, September 26, 1676. 

Page 55. “Mr. Hoar.” Mr. Rowlandfon befought 
John Hoar of Concord to aid him in ranfoming his wife, 
knowing him to be held in great refpedl by the Indians 
becaufe of his many friendly fervices to them. The 
recovery of the captive was due more to his brave inter- 
ceffion than to the colonial power or Governor Leverett’s 
diplomacy. 

Page 56. “ Matchit Indians.” That is, bad Indians. 

Page 65. “ JVe went on to a farmhoufe ” etc. This 

dwelling was probably upon the Wataquadock range, on 
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the trail to Marlborough, where Enfign John Moore and 
one or two others had their homes. The pofitive ftate- 
ment that “not one houfe was left {landing” in Lancafter 
is proof enough that even the meeting-houfe had been 
deftroyed, contradicting the hiftorians Jofeph Willard and 
Reverend A. P. Marvin, who allege that it was fpared. 
This fad is moreover confirmed by a petition of the 
townfmen in 1706 relative to building a meeting-houfe, 
wherein it is dated that they had “ loft two already burned 
by the enemy.” Maffachufetts Archives, XI. 208. 

“ Brother and brother-in-law!' Joftah White and Lieu¬ 
tenant Henry Kerley. 

Page 66. “ Mr. XJJJier." Hezekiah Uftier, a promi¬ 

nent and wealthy merchant and one of the feleCtmen, living 
on what is now State Street, Bofton. 

Page 67. “ Major IValdren .” Richard Waldron of 

Dover, New Hampfliire, its moft diftinguifhed citizen. 

Page 68. “ My /ijler's /on.” Mrs. Hannah Divoll’s. 

In Reverend Thomas Cobbet’s “ Narrative of New Eng¬ 
land Deliverances,” which is among the Mather Manu- 
fcripts in the Prince Library, number 76, he writes: — 

. . . May the 12 th Goodwife Diuens [Divoll ] and Goodwife 
Ketlc vpon ranfom paid, came in to Concord, and vpon like ran- 
fom prefently after John Mofs of Groton and Lieftenant Carlers 
[Kerley’ x] daughter were fct at liberty, and nine more without ran¬ 
fom . . . 

. . . Mr Rowlinfons daughter was brought to Seaconke by a 
captiue fqua, that got away from the Indians, and got home after 
Mr Rowlinfons fon and his filler Diuens [DivulF r] daughter, vpon 
theyr ranfoms paid, were brought to Major Waldrcns. And about 
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July I I th Goodwife Ketlcs elder daughter, about 17 y old, got away 
from the Indians to Marlborough bringing her little filler vpon her 
back almoft ftarued . . . 

Page 69. “ Mr. Newman ” was Reverend Noah Newman 
of Rehoboth. 

Page 71. <c James Whitcomb ” was a wealthy citizen of 
Bolton, whofe manfion and garden were at the corner of 
Beacon and Tremont Streets, where the Tremont Building 
now ftands. 
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To the Courteous READER , (efpecially the Inhabitants 
of the 'Town of Weathersfield , and Lancafler , in New 
England.) 

G ODS forfaking of fuch as he hath been near to, is 
a thing of fuch weight, and folemnity, and hath 
fuch bitter efteds, that it is a meet fubjed, (efpe¬ 
cially in a dark and mourning day) for Minifters to fpeak 
to, and for People to hear of; that the one may warn of 
the danger, and the other avoid the judgement. As God’s 
prefence is the greateft glory to a People on this fide 
Heaven, fo his abfence is the greateft mifery on this fide 
hell; this therefore muft needs be a concerning point, to 
fuch as will concern themfelves in their concernments. 
The enfuing Sermon will appear a folemn word, if duely 
confidered; the fubjed matter is very folemn and weighty, 
(Treating of God’s being with, or forfaking a people) the 
time when it was delivered was a folemn time, (a day of 
Faft throughout the Colonies) the Reverend Author that 
Compofed, and Preached it, was one folemn and ferious 
above many others, and that which adds one great circum- 
ftance to its folemnity, is in that it was the laft word he 
fpake to the World, being but about two dayes before he 
left it. As it is folemn, fo ’tis feafonable, and pertinent. 
It is a time wherein we have given God juft caufe to for- 
fake us, a time wherein God is threatning to forfake us. 
A time wherein God hath in fome meafure forfaken us 
already, and what can be more feafonable, than to ftiew 
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the evils that befall a forfaken People, that we may yet be 
awakened, and return, that the Lord do not forfake us 
utterly. 

As for the Reverend Author, there needs nothing to be 
faid in his commendation, he was known amongft the 
Churches in the Wildernefs, and known to be a workman 
that needed not to be afhamed. That his Name (which 
was fometimes precious amongft thofe that knew him) may 
not be forgot, and that being dead, he may yet fpeak to a 
land that have in fome meafure forfook their God, and are 
in danger of being forfaken, it is the ground-work of the 
publilhing this fmall part of his labours. It is commended 
efpecially to the perufal of the Inhabitants of Lancafter and 
Weathersfield; He was a Man well known to you, the 
one had his Life, and the other his death, and both his 
lofs, you cannot eafily forget his name, and ’tis defired 
that you may not forget the labour and travel, he hath had 
amongft you; the word which he Preached to you was 
acceptable whilft he was living, and it is prefumed it will 
be accepted with the like candor now he is dead. Indeed 
had it been intended, and fitted by himfelf for the Prefs, 
you might have expedted, and found it more large, and 
polilhed; but as it is, it is thought fit, not to be loft, and 
may be of great ufe, and benefit, to open to us the danger 
of forfaking God, to humble us for all our coolings, and 
declinings from God, to quicken us in our return to, and 
clofe walking with God, and that it may attain this end, 
is the hearts defire, and prayer of him, who abundantly 
wilhes thy welfare, and profperity in Chrift Jefus.

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THE LAST SERMON OF 

REVEREND JOSEPH ROWLANDSON 


Jeremiah 23. 33. 

And when this People, or the Prophet, or a Prieft, fliall afk thee, 
faying, what is the burden of the Lord ? thou lhalt then fay unto 
them, what burden ? I will even forfake you ; faith the Lord. 

In the Words, there lies before us, (Firft) A Queftion, 
fuppofed, to be propounded, wherein there is two things : 

1. The Queftionifts, this People, or a Prophet, or a Prieft. 

2. The Queftion itfelf, or the matter of it, What is the 
burden of the Lord ? (Secondly,) There is an Anfwer, and 
a folemn Anfwer too, which is put into his mouth by the 
Lord, and which he is to return as the Lord’s Anfwer to 
the Queftion ? thou fhalt then fay unto them, what bur¬ 
den ? I will even forfake you, faith the Lord. 

In which Anfwer there is three things. 

1. An expreflion of Indignation, What burden? 

2. An affertion by way of Anfwer to the queftion, I will 
forfake you. 

3. A Seal of ratification, in the laft words, Saith the 
Lord. 

God having before dealt with the Paftors, that did de- 
ftroy, and fcatter the flock, as in the beginning of the 
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Chapter, Wo be to the Pallors that deftroy and fcatter 
the Iheep of my pallure, & ver. 2. I will vifit upon you 
the evil of your doings, faith the Lord, and alfo with the 
falfe Prophets, that prophefied lies in his Name, as ver. 9. 
My heart within me is broken becaufe of the prophets, & 
ver. 32. Behold I am againft them, that prophefie falfe 
dreams, faith the Lord, and do tell them, and caufe my 
people to erre by their lies, and by their lightnefs; which 
fort of Prophets went without their Commiflion, as ver. 21. 
I have not fent thefe Prophets yet they ran. He proceeds 
from the head Rulers, to the people that were feduced by 
them ; for by this means their hands were llrengthened in 
fin, fo as that they did not return from their wickednefs, 
as ver. 14. It was a ufual thing for the Prophets of the 
Lord, to begin their Sermons (the matter whereof was mina¬ 
tory, wherein the Lord threatned them with juft judgements) 
with that Phrafe, the burden of the Lord, as will eafily 
appear if you confult Ifai. 13. 1 & 15, 1 & 22, 1 & 30. 
6. Now they do in the words of the Text, or are fuppofed 
in mockery to demand, what Burden he had from the 
Lord, for them. For the opening of the words, And ; or 
moreover becaufe he here enters upon new matter; this 
People, or the prophane fort of them, whom the falfe 
Prophets had feduced to which he joyns the Prophet, and 
the Priell, in that they were alike prophane, as ver. 11. for 
both Prophet and Prieft are prophane, yea in my houfe, 
faith the Lord: and when Prophets are prophane there is 
wont to be a pack of them, as Jer. 5. 31. The Prophets 
prophefies falfly, and the Priefts bear rule by their means, 
and my people love to have it fo: (hall alk thee, faying, 
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viz. in a deriding way, not out of a holy end, or defire. 
What is the burden of the Lord ? or from the Lord ? fo 
were the prophefies ftiled, that contained in them, Threat- 
nings, Judgements, and Plagues, 2 King. 9. 25. as if they 
had faid, what haft thou further mifchief in thy head to 
declare? further Woes and Threatnings to pronounce? 
haft thou nothing elfe to prophefie, but Mifchief and 
Calamity? What is the burden now? Thou flialt then 
fay unto them, the Lord knew what they would fay to him, 
and tells him what he fliould fay, by way of reply, What 
burden ? a retorting by way of holy indignation; afk ye 
indeed what burden ? and that in a way of derifion ? are 
you of that ftrain, and fpirit ? I will even forfake you 
faith the Lord: a burden heavy enough, and you are like 
to feel it fo ere long, heavy enough to break your Backs, 
to break your Church, and your Common wealth, and to 
fink your haughty Spirits, when this Burden ftiall come 
upon you, in its force and weight. 

Doft. That the Lord may even forfake a People that 
have been near to him, and he hath been near to, though 
for the Lord thus to do, is as fearful and hideous a judge¬ 
ment as can be inflided on any People. 

The Dodlrine is double, it hath two parts: 

Firft, That the Lord may do thus. 

Secondly, when he doth, it is a very fad and heavy 
burden. It may be profecuted as two diftind points. 

1. God may forfake a People that hath been near to 
him, and that he hath been near to. This may be fpoken 
to in this order. 

1. What is meant by God’s forfaking a People. 
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2. How may it appear that God may forfake, even fuch 

a People as the point fpeaks of? 

3. The Reafons. 

4. The ufe. 

1. What doth Gods forfaking mean? what is in¬ 
tended thereby ? 

Sol. It means Gods withdrawing himfelf, as the Prophet 
Hofea phraifes it, Hos. 5. 6. They fhall go with their 
Flocks and their Herds to feek the Lord, but fliall not 
find him, he hath withdrawn himfelf from them. They 
fhall feek him, and not find him, and there is a good reafon, 
he hath withdrawn himfelf, he is gone, in refpedt of his 
gracious prefence. We mufl here diflinguifh betwixt God’s 
general prefence and his gracious prefence. In refped of 
his general prefence, he is not far from any one of us, for 
in him we live, and move, and have our being, Ad. 17, 
27, 28. We have not only our beginning from, but our 
being in him. As the beam hath its being in the fun. Of 
this general prefence of God, we read, Pfal. 149. 7. There 
is no flying from it. Whither fhall I go from the Spirit, 
or whither fhall I flie from thy prefence? In this fenfe 
God is every where, as it is ver. 8, & 9. If I afcend up 
into Heaven thou art there; if I make my bed in Hell, 
behold thou art there. He fills Heaven and Earth, and 
there is no hiding from him, Jer. 23, 24. Can any hide 
himfelf in fecret places, that I fliall not fee him, ? faith the 
Lord do not I fill Heaven and Earth ? faith the Lord. 
He hath Heaven for his Throne, and the Earth for his 
Footftool, as it is, Ifai. 66. 1. This general prefence of 
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God, if believingly apprehended, and llrongly believed, 
might be of great ufe. 

But it is not this general prefence that is meant: but 
his efpecial prefence, his favourable and gracious prefence, 
the removing whereof, is that that is intended, by the for- 
faking that the Text and Point fpeaks of. God is faid to 
forfake a People two wayes. 

1. As to Affe< 5 lion. 

2. As to A< 5 tion. 

1. As to Affe< 5 lion, when he difeontinues his love to 
them, when he takes away his love from a people, then he 
takes his leave of a people. My mind is not toward this 
people, Jer. 15. 1. a very heavy Judgement, and fad 
removal. Be inftrudted O Jerufalem, lead my foul depart 
from thee. 

2. As to Adlion, when God takes away the figns of his 
prefence. 

1. When he takes away merciful and gracious provi¬ 
dences, when he carries not towards them as he was wont 
to do: but vexes them with all manner of adverfity, Deut. 
31. 17. I will forfake them, and many evils and troubles 
fliall befal them: when he ceafes to prote6t them from 
evils, and enemies, as in times pall, and provides not for 
them, as he was wont to do. When he takes away his 
Ordinances, and bereaves a people of the glorious things 
of his houfe; or takes away his fpirit from accompanying 
them, whereby the glory ceafes, and the ordinances are 
rendered ineffedtual for the faving good of a people. 

2. How may it appear that God may forfake fuch a 
People ? 
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It may appear by what God hath threatned. What God 
hath threatned, to fuch as the point fpeaks of, may be 
inflifted on them: but God hath threatned fuch judgement 
to fuch a people. My anger fhall be kindled againft them, 
and I will forfake them, as near as they are to me, and as 
dear as they have been to me, Deut. 31. 17. Many fuch 
threatnings are found in the Scripture againft Ifrael, who 
are ftiled a people near unto him. 

In that fuch as have been near to God, and he near to 
them, have complained of their being forfaken by God. 
Thou haft forfaken us, is one of the bitter moans, on 
record, that the Church of God did often make unto him. 

What God hath inflicted on fuch, may be inflicted on 
fuch again; what God hath done to fome, he may do to 
others, in the fame ftate, and relation : for he is unchange¬ 
able. Thofe that were once the only peculiar people of 
God, near to God, and had God near to them, yet what is 
their condition at this day ? A forfaken condition, is the 
condition, of the Oflf-fpring of Abraham Gods Friend, a 
feed whom he had chofen, and hath been fo, for above 
fixteen hundred years. God hath been angry with them, 
and forfaken them, as they were foretold long ago. How 
is it with the Churches of Afia, that were once famous 
golden Candlefticks ? that had Epiftles written to them. 
Are they not in a forfaken condition ? not the face of a 
Church to be found amongft them. 

In that they may do that, which may deferve a forfak- 
ing, therefore they may do that which may aCtually procure 
it. They may do that which may deferve a forfaking, they 
may through the corruption and unbelief of their hearts 
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forfake God, and God may in juft judgement retaliate, and 
thereupon forfake them. This is fpoken to in the fore- 
quoted place, Deut. 31. 16, 17. They will forfake me, 
and break my Covenant which I have made with them : 
then my anger ftxall be kindled againft them in that day, 
and I will forfake them, and hide my face from them. So 
again, 2 Chron. 15. 2. But if you forfake him he will 
forfake you; the firft is fuppofed, if you forfake him, the 
latter is impofed, he will forfake you : 

But why doth the Lord forfake fuch a People ? The 
Reafons: 

x. To fhew that he hath no need of any, he hath for- 
faken many, and may forfake many more, to fliew that he 
hath no need of any. God would have all the world to 
take notice, (that though all men have need of him, yet) 
he hath no need of any man. 

2. To teftifie his San6tity, and feverity againft fin. He 
will not fpare them, that have been near him, if they will 
not fpare their fin for him. He is a holy God, and if they 
will have their fins, and their lufts, and their wayes, and 
their lovers, he will vindicate his holinefs, by infli6ling this 
judgement on them. 

3. To be a warning to all that enjoy his gracious pref¬ 
ence. That they fee that they make much of it, and that 
they take heed that they do not fin againft him, and for¬ 
fake him, and provoke him to forfake them alfo. 

Caut. The point is to be underftood of a people that 
are vifibly and externally near and dear to him, and thefe 
may be totally and finally forfaken of God: and yet here 
it rauft be noted, that God may exercife a deal of patience, 
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and forbearance toward fuch as he is about to forfake, he 
did fo with the old world, he did fo with the Ifraelites of 
old, he did fo with the feven Churches of Afia: he is not 
wont fuddenly, and at once to forfake a people, that have 
been near and dear to him; but he is wont to give them 
warning, and in patience to bear a while with their for- 
wardnefs, and wait to fee if there be any returning to him, 
before he doth inflid! this heavy and fharp judgement. 

Ufe. It ferves to admonifh us, not to bear ourfelves 
too high, upon the account of priviledges. It is a great 
priviledge to have the Lord near us, and to be near unto 
him: and fome lean upon this though they abide in their 
fin, Micah 3. 10, 11. They build up Sion with blood, 
and Jerufalcm with iniquity, yet will they lean upon the 
Lord, and fay, is not the Lord among!! us ? But if our 
deportment be not according to our priviledges, if we do 
not carry it thereafter, by becoming an humble, fruitful, 
and holy people; the Lord will bring forth this heavy 
burden again!! us, we !hall be reje6!cd, and forfaken of the 
Lord, whatever our external priviledges be. 

But the fecond part of the Dodlrine; or the fecond 
Dodlrine may now be fpoken to, viz. 

That it is the heaviel! burden, or the fore!! of Judge¬ 
ments for the Lord to forfake a people. 

There may be two things fpoken to in the management 
of the Truth. 

1. Arguments to evidence it. 2. The Ufes of it. 

1. If God hath threatned it as a very fore judgement, 
then fure it is fo. Now when God hath been angry with 
a people, he hath manifefted the fame by menacing them 
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with his forfaking them: when he hath been defigned to 
do them a deep difpleafure, upon the account of fome high 
provocation he is wont to threaten them not by taking 
away this, or that outward comfort from them ; but by 
taking away himfelf from them. And that is a woe indeed, 
a woe with a witnefs, Hos. 9. 11. Yea, woe alfo to them, 
when I depart from them : this is the wofulleft day that 
fuch a people are wont to meet with. 

2. Gods forfaking a people is a fore judgement, in that 
it expofes them to all judgements. Sin is a great evil in 
that it expofes to all evil, this is a great evil of punifhment, 
in that it expofes to all punifhments. 

If God be gone, our guard is gone, and we are as a City, 
in the midft of Enemies, whofe walls are broken down. 
Our flrength to make refiflance, that’s Gone, for God is 
our flrength, as a carcafe without life, is a prey, to beafts 
of prey; fo are a people forfaken of their God, to all their 
devouring enemies, and to infernal, and curfed fpirits: 
they are expofed to mifchief, and the malice of all their ma¬ 
lignant enemies. When the Lord had forfaken Jerufalem, 
the Romans quickly made a prey of it; when they were 
deftitute of God, their habitation became defolate. There 
is not Prote< 5 lion to a People, whom the Lord forfakes; 
but they are perplexed on every fide. 

3. Becaufe the evils that are on fuch, whom God hath 
forfaken, they are only evils. The Prophet Ezekiel fome- 
time hath the expreflion, Ezek. 7. 5. Thus faith the Lord 
God, an evil, an only evil behold is come. This is fuch 
an evil, an only evil to a people. An evil whilfl God is 
prefent, may have much good in it, the Lord may fandtifie 
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it for abundance of bleffing: there is hopes of this whilft 
the Lord continues amongft them; but if he be gone, it is 
an only evil, and the evils that come upon them are fuch, 
they have nothing but evil in them. 

4. Becaufe no creature can then afford any help; for 
what can creatures do when God is departed, he makes the 
creatures ufeful and helpful, but without him they can do 
us no good, (land us in no ftead: they may fay to thee as 
the King of Ifrael, faid to the woman, that cried Help 
O King, He anfwered. If the Lord dont help, whence 
fhall I help thee ? all creatures may fay if God be departed, 
we cannot help: Nay the very Devil cannot help if God 
be gone: when God departed from Saul, he fought help 
from the Devil, 1 Sam. 28. 15. Wherefore (faith the 
Devil) afkeft thou of me ? feeing the Lord is departed 
from thee. 

5. It appears to be a fore judgement, by the anguifli and 
diftrefs, that fuch have been in, that have been fenfible that 
God hath forfaken them. Sin hath flown in the face of 
fuch, and terified them: Oh the blefled God is gone, and 
if he is gone, mercy is gone; and Oh for fuch and fuch 
fins, that lie upon me! what fhall I do ? what a moan 
have Saints themfelves made in fuch a cafe ? as David, 
Pfal. 22. 1, 2. My God, my God, why haft thou for¬ 
faken me ? why art thou fo far from helping me ? and 
from the words of my roaring? Oh my God, I cry in 
the day time, but thou heareft not, and in the night feafon, 
and am not filent. Oh how Saul roared out in his dif¬ 
trefs ! and that on this account efpecially, that God was 
departed from him, not fo much that the Philiftines were 
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upon him, had not God been gone, he could have dealt 
well enough with them; but here was the mifery, and the 
lting of the mifery, God was departed from him. 

6. It is a fore punifhment, in that it is a great part of 
the punifhment of Hell. The effential parts of that pun¬ 
ifhment, is pain of lofs, and fenfe, and the former fome 
reckon the greater. 

Ufe i. How foolifh are finners that do even bid God 
depart from them? as we read. Job 21. 14. Therefore 
they fay unto God, depart from us, for we defire not the 
knowledge of thy wayes. But do they know what they 
fay? Oh finners is this your wifli? if it be granted it 
will prove your woe for ever. Happily Gods prefence is 
now your trouble; but I tell you his abfence would be 
your torment. 

2. Se here what an evil it is to forfake God, is it a 
judgement of judgements, to be forfaken of God ? furely 
then it is the fin of fins to forfake him : the evil of pun¬ 
ifhment is in being left by God, and the evil of fin is in 
leaving God. What, forfake God, who is our only good ? 
God who made us, and poffeft us from our beginning, 
God that hath been the guid of our Youth, that hath been 
good to us, and fed us all our dayes ? Jer. 2. 19. Know 
therefore and fee, that it is an evil thing and bitter, that 
thou haft forfaken the Lord thy God. And there is an 
aggravation of it, ver. 17. Thou haft forfaken the Lord 
thy God, when he led thee by the way. As a guid to diredt 
thee, as a ftaffe to fupport thee, as a convoy to guard thee, 
as a Father to provide for thee, that thou haft wanted 
nothing: well may it be faid, how evil and bitter a thing 
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is it, that thou haft forfaken the Lord ? He adds in the 
31. verfe. Oh Generation! Generation of what? of what 
you will; God leaves a fpace that you may write, what you 
pleafe, generation of Vipers, or Monfters, or any thing 
rather than generation of Gods people. See ye the word 
of the Lord, behold your face in that Glafs. So your 
cauflefs apoftafies, have I been a wildernefs unto Ifrael ? 
Have you wanted any thing, Oh ye degenerating crooked, 
and wilful generation ? God may fay to fuch finners, 
as Pharaoh to Hadad, when he would be gone, 1 King. 
11. 22. But what haft thou lacked with me, that thou 
feekeft to be gone ? what haft thou lacked (inner, that 
thou feekeft to be gone from the Lord ? The finner muft 
anfwer with him, nothing howbeit let me go in any wife. 
He came to him in his dillrefs, and when his turn was 
anfwered, away he packs. They forfake becaufe they will 
forfake. 

3. Wonder not that Gods Saints have been fo folicitous 
with him, not to forfake them. Thus David, Pfal. 119. 8. 
Oh forfake me not utterly. He might well be folicitous 
in this matter, for he underftood what it was to be forfaken 
of the Lord. They prefs hard with the Lord whatever he 
doth he would not leave them, nor forfake them, Jer. 14. 9. 
Leave us not. And no wonder, there are fuch moans, 
when the Lord may have feemed, to have forfaken them. 

4. If Gods forfaking be fo fore a judgement, it ftiould 
make us more cautelous, and wary lead we pull down this 
judgement on our heads. Men Ihould be afraid of this 
heavieft of judgements, more than the Child of whipping. 

5. Let Gods dear ones take heed of concluding againft 
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themfelves, that they are under this judgement. They are 
readied to conclude againd themfelves, and yet really in 
the lead danger. Thus we read, Ifa. 49. 14. But Zion 
faid, the Lord hath forfaken me, and my Lord hath for¬ 
gotten me. But why faid Zion fo ? it was from diffidence: 
as Saints do not forfake God as others do, Pfal. 18. 21. 
I have not wickedly departed from my God; fo God will 
not forfake them as he forfakes others not utterly forfake 
them : His forfaking of his is but temporary, and partial. 

But here a quedion may be moved what is the difference 
betwixt a finner forfaken and a Saint forfaken ? for the 
Lord doth not forfake both alike. 

1. When God forfakes his own, yet they cry after him, 
he withdraws himfelf from them fometimes, yet fo as that 
he draws their hearts after him as a mother may hide away 
from her Child, that it may feek and cry the more earnedly 
after her. 

2. They retain good thoughts of him in his withdraw- 
ment, or abfence. As the Spoufe in the Canticles, die calls 
him her beloved dill. As the faithful wife: die retains 
good thoughts of her hufband, and keeps up her refpe< 5 b, 
though he be gone from home but the wicked when the 
Lord forfakes them, harbour hard thoughts of him. Is 
this to ferve the Lord, and walk in his wayes ? what good 
have I got by all I have done ? fee how he hath ferved me. 

3. They will feek him, till he return again, when the 
Lord forfakes others, they will feek after vanities, to make 
up the want of God’s prefence. The Adultrefs in her 
Hulbands abfence, will feek after other lovers. The true 
Saint will be fatisfied in nothing elfe but the Lord till he 
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return. Moreover there is a difference in Gods forfaiting 
the {inner and the Saint, when he forfak.es the wicked they 
are left in darknefs: but when he withdraws himfelf from 
his own he leaves fome light, whereby they fee which way 
he is gone, he leaves fome glimmering light, by which they 
may follow after him, and find him. 

And again, when he leaves his own, yet his bowels are 
towards them, Jer. 31. 20. My bowels are troubled for 
him, I will furely have mercy upon him, faith the Lord. 
He hath an eye towards them for much good, in his 
forfaking them. 

Use 2. Of Exhortation: 1. To thankfulnefs to God, 
for that he hath not yet forfaken us. Whatever he hath 
ftript us off, he hath not yet ftript us off himfelf, he hath 
not as yet forfaken us. He might have done it, and have 
done us no wrong; but he hath not yet done it. 

2. To do our utmoft that he may not forfake us. And 
here there may be added Motives and Means. 

1. Confider God’s lothnefs to forfake us. This is a 
thing that he is not defirous of, he doth not willingly 
afflift us with this fort of Afflidlion, or grieve us with this 
grievous ftroak. God hath fhewed himfelf loth to depart 
from thofe that have departed from him ; but have warned 
them of his difpleafure, that they might flay him. It goes 
near Gods heart to forfake a People that have been near 
to him. Methinks I hear him faying thus, How fhall I 
give thee up, Oh New-England! thence fpeaking to warn 
us, of our forfakings of him, and to be inftrudted, why? 
leaf! his Spirit depart from us, Jer. 6. 8. Be thou inftrudled 
Oh Jerufalem, leaf!: my Soul depart from thee, leaft I make 
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thee defolate, a land not inhabited. You may eafily flay 
him, the matter is not fo far gone, but you might yet ftay 
him: were we but as loth he Ihould forfake us, as he is to 
forfake us, he would never leave us. His gradual motions 
from a people argue his lothnefs, and unwillingnefs to 
leave them. 

2. Confider what the Lord is to us, or what relation he 
Hands in to us, while he is with us. He is our friend, we 
have found him to be fo, and a fpecial friend too: men 
in the World are not willing to forego a Friend, a good 
Friend: he is as faithful, fkilful, powerful, and tender 
hearted a Friend as ever a people had, he ftuck by us when 
alfo we had been in a woe cafe, Pfal. 124. 1. If it had 
not been the Lord, who was on our fide may Ifrael now 
fay. And had not the Lord been on our fide, may New- 
England now fay. He is a Father, and a tender-hearted 
Father, Ifai. 63. 16, Doubtlefs thou art our Father. Can 
children be willing their Father fliould leave them ? he is 
a Hulband, Ifai. 54. 5. For thy Maker is thy Hufband, 
a loving, careful, tender hulband too; can the Wife be 
willing to part with her Hulband ? if the Lord forfake us, 
we are bereft of our friend, left friendlefs, he is all friends 
in one, none can be our friend, if he be not. If he leave 
us, we lhall be as Orphans, for he is related as a Father, 
and how fad is the Hate of poor Orphans: and we lhall be 
in a Hate of Widow-hood, a very folitary, and forrowful 
Hate. He is our guide, and our pilot; what will become 
of the blind if their guid leave them ? and what will be¬ 
come of the Ship if the Pilot defert it ? thus the Lord is 
to his, and well may he fay, as Mic. 6. 3. Oh my People 
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what have I done ? or wherein have I wearied thee, or 
given thee any caufe to be weary of me. 

3. Confider there are fhrewd figns of Gods intent to 
leave us, unlefs fomewhat can be done. If you enquire 
what ? I anfwer: 

1. The fins for which God hath forfaken others are rife 
amongft us. The fins for which God forfook the Jews, 
are our fins. 

1. Horrid Pride, Hos. 5. 5. The Pride of Ifrael doth 
teftifie to his face. Pride in Parts, and pride of Hearts, 
pride in Apparel, and Veftures, and Geftures, and in 
Looks, how lofty are their eyes ! New-England is taken 
notice of abroad, for as proud a People, of a profefiing 
people, as the World affords. When a People are humble 
the Lord will ftay with them. If our immunities, which 
are Gods mercies, puffe us up, God will empty us: he will 
blaft that to us that we are proud of. 

2. Deep and high Ingratitude. Do you thus requite 
the Lord? Deut. 32. 6. So the Prophet Hofea taxes 
them, Hos. 2. 8. God gave her Corn, and Wine, and 
Oyl, filver and Gold, but fhe confumed them on Baal. 
We have been bleft but hath God had the glory of our 
bleffings. 

3. Oppreflion. Amos 8. 4. Ye that fwallow up the 
needy. Thefe Jews were like the fifhes, the greater did 
devour the lefs. Some are like wild Beafts, like Wolves 
that tear off the fleece, and eat the flefh of the flocks. 
There is more juftice to be found in hell, then amongft 
fome men on earth: for there is no innocent perfon 
oppreffed there. 
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4. Wearinefs of Gods Ordinances. Amos 8. 5. When 
will the Sabbath be done? They that are weary of the 
fervice of God, and the Ordinances of God, they are weary 
of God. God indeed hath fed us to the full, as to Ordi¬ 
nances: and we are glutted, and furfeited, and have loft 
our efteem. When mens Commodities bare but little 
price in a place, they will remove the market! if Gofpel 
Ordinances are but a cheap commodity, have loft their 
price, and men are weary of them: God will let out his 
Vineyard to another People. If our mercies become our 
burdens, God will eafe us of them. 

5. Coufenage in mens dealings, making the Ephah fmall, 
and the Shekel great, felling the refufe of Wheat, Amos 
8. 5, 6. They pick out the beft Grain for themfelves, and 
the refufe is to fell. 

6. Idolatry, which is Spiritual Adultery, and is there 
nothing of this? chufing of new Gods. 

7. Incorrigiblenefs, or oppofition of a fpirit of reforma¬ 
tion. When God calls to a People to return, by repent¬ 
ance, but they will go on ftill in their fin: God calls to 
them by his judgments, and by his Rod; but they will 
not hear, as ’tis Jer. 5. 3. Thou haft ftricken them, but 
they have not grieved ; thou haft confumed them, but they 
have refufed to receive Corre6tion: they have made their 
faces harder than a Rock, they have refufed to return. 
When it is thus with a People, God will pluck up and be 
gone; fo Jer. 7. 13, 14. Becaufe they would not hear, 
and would not anfwer the call of God, I will do to this 
houfe as I did to Shiloh, why ? what did the Lord do to 
Shiloh? ver. 12. Go to Shiloh, and fee what I did to it, 
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for the wickednefs of my People Ifrael. Go, and view it, 
and you will fee what he did, he left tokens of his wrath 
upon them, and forfook them. 

1. Another fign of his intent to forfake us, is, in that he 
is dealing with us as he is wont to deal with them that he 
is about to forfake. He takes away thofe that are moftly 
with him. He will take away his Mofes’s, thofe that ftand 
in the Gap, and binds his hands with their Prayers, when 
he is defigned to pour out wrath upon a People: he will 
remove the lights, when he is about to darken a land. 
Wife men fend away their Plate, and Jewels, and choice 
things; it intimates their intention of removal. 

3. Another fign is our Lukewarmnefs, and Indifferency 
in Religion : a ufual forerunner of its removal. When a 
People care not for God, and the things of God, he hath 
left them in fome meafure, already; and if that Spirit abide 
he will not tarry long with them. 

Ufe 1. Of Dire&ion. 1. Examine and humble your 
felves, for all your departures from God, your forfakings 
of him ; humble your felves for them, confefling with bit- 
ternefs your evil therein, bemoaning yourfelves before the 
Lord upon the account thereof. May the Lord hear his 
People, from Dan to Beerfheba bemoaning themfelves, 
Ephraim like, then the Lord will hear, and have mercy, 
and not leave us, for his Names fake. 

2. Judge your felves worthy to be forfaken, becaufe of 
your forfaking of him. If you judge your felves worthy 
to be forfaken, God will not judge you worthy to be 
forfaken, 1 Cor. 11. 31. 

3. Pray the Lord not to forfake you, the Lord is fome- 
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times ftaid with Prayers: Prayers have prevailed with his 
Majefty often, and may do again. 

4. Forfake your fins, whereby you have forfaken him. 
Nothing lefs then this will prevent this mifchief, coming 
upon us. If there be any, either Son or Daughter that will 
not leave their fins for God, God will leave fuch. 
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T HE firft fettled minifter of Lancafter, Jofeph, the 
fon of Thomas and Bridget Rowlandfon, was born 
in England in 1631 or 1632. His parents, im¬ 
migrant prior to 1638, fettled in Ipfwich. Their children 
befides Jofeph were: Thomas, who married Dorothy 
Portland in 1654 and died in 1680; Elizabeth, who mar¬ 
ried Richard Wells; Martha, who married John Eaton. 
The father and mother accompanied Jofeph to Lancafter, 
where the former died in 1657. The widow married 
William Kerley in 1659 and died in 1662. 

Jofeph Rowlandfon was the foie graduate of Harvard 
College in the year 1652. September 30, 1651, at the 
beginning of his fenior year, he was fentenced to the whip- 
ping-poft for a fportive prank, and if he efcaped the lafh, 
which is probable, he did fo by paying a heavy fine and 
making a very humble apology. His offence, which the 
Effex Court dignified into a “ fcandelous lybell,” was the 
porting upon the Ipfwich meeting-houfe of a fatirical 
fcreed, part rhyme, part profe, directed againft fome de- 
cifion of the court and the marlhal of Ipfwich, the main 
point of which is loft to hiftory. It was then doubtlefs 
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claffed as a flagrant cafe of what nowadays is contempt of 
court. He was arrefted at Cambridge and the prefentment 
at Ipfwich is recorded as follows: — 

Jofeph Rowlifon appearing before me vpon this Day (Maior 
Denyfon being p r fent) to anfwer a deep fufpicon for being the 
Author or to have had a hand in a pnitious fcandalous libell againft 
Authority. The faid Jofeph Rolandfon Confefled himfelf to be the 
Author of ye fame. Wherevpon the faid Jofeph is bound to this 
governmt in the fume of 50 1 . to appeare at Ipfw c h Court next to 
anfwere the fame & Thomas Rolandfon Sen r as his Suerty is bound 
in the fame fume. 17th 5th 1651. [Eflex Court Papers, Vol. 2, 
p. 18.] 

At the Quarterly Court of September at Ipfwich the 
judges, Governor John Endicott, Simon Bradftreet, Samuel 
Symonds, Daniel Denifon, and William Hathorne, fen- 
tenced the offender in the following terms: — 

Jofeph Rowlinfon for his great mifdemenor in feting up a 
fcandelous lybell the fentance of ye Court is that he (hall be whipt 
unlefe he paye 5lb. by Wedenfday come 3 weekes or be whipt the 
next Thurfdaye & 51b. more when the Court {hall call for it, and 
to paye all charges 30 s. for the marfhalls goeing with atachmt for 
him to Cambridge and Bofton and fees of Court.” 

The “ fcandelous lybell ” and the humble apology were 
printed by Jofeph Willard in his fecond Lancafter edition 
of Mrs. Rowlandfon’s Narrative, 1828, and reprinted by 
John Langdon Sibley in his “ Harvard Graduates,” Vol. I. 
pp. 2 11- 3 r 3- They are given here, being of intereft chiefly 
as examples of the rhetorical ftyle regnant in the clafs of 
165a, with which the youthful paftor enthralled the pious 
Lancaftrians two hundred and fifty years ago. Jofeph 
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Willard tells that the libel was written upon the two fides 
of a Angle fheet in a difguifed hand, and was preferved in 
the Effex County Clerk’s office. It is not now with the 
Court papers in the Salem regiftry, and Mr. Sibley appar¬ 
ently failed to find it in 1873. 

I. Gentlemen I befeech you looke heere and tell me truly 
have I not difcharged my duty very well. I pray bee pleafed to be 
informed further in a long tale of enuie pull me not downe I pray 
til all ye people have fene mee and then turne mee. 

u O God from heauen looke thou downe 
Doe not thy feruants wonder 

To fee thy honour fo abufed 
Thy truth fo troden vnder 

The feete of proud malignant ones 
That loue to giue defpight 

And of thofe that are innocent 
To turne afide the right. 

What could not enuie flopped bee 
Before it had thus gained 

Ouer the truth and what may bee 
By right of lawe mayntayned ? 

What were not Rulers able to 
It totally expell 

Or had not they fome might at leaft 
Its ftrength fomewhat to quell ? 

O blefled God why dideft thou 
Thy rulers all reftraine 

From feeing enuie fully bent 
Its will for to mayntayne ? 
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O enuie haft thou thus preuayl’d 
And is thy hand fo high 

That now God’s ordinance muft bee 
Proclaim’d a nullity ? 

Did euer enuie thus preuayle 
In any generation 

Was euer fuch an a<ft as this 
Heard of in any nation ? 

Were euer thofe that God made one 
Deuided thus in funder 

Did euer enuie thus proceede 
Good hearers ftand and wonder ? 

What men doe joyne it graunted is

But what the Lord conjoynes in one

If enuie hath thus deceived thee O woman, and the allurements 
of thy pretended friends confpiring therewith fo brought thee to 
belye thy confcicnce as it is credibly reported heere in this towne 
wr I live that am fo indifferent in the thing as indeed cannot bee 
otherwife being fo remote from wr you live; then I doe profefs 
that ye Court did well to free the poore man of his burthen and if 
I knew him I would certainely tell him fo, More ouer me thinks I 
would tell him that he hath indeed done very ill to keep her fo long 
from performing her promife to that fame young-man fo long agoe; 
which if I had knowledge of I could inform him pun&ually con¬ 
cerning. I pray you therefore that rcade this writing inform him 
of my name and dire& him to the towne where I liue and I hope I 
may give him a little fomething for his further eafe fince I heare 
the Court hath proceeded fo farre in that way already. In the 
meane time I have made bold to fend this writing, which leaft it 
fliould mifearry his hands I did defire the bearer to fet it up in pub- 
licke, that fo he might not bee altogether vn-informed of our iudg- 
ment heer in this towne

II. If I were as the man that is fo caft I would indeede 
haue appealed to y* Court that only by the Lawcs of America hath 
to doc in fuch cafes namely ye court of afliftants who haue ye folc- 
power to determine an undeterminable matter heerin by thofe that

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are meere parties but fince it is paft, I would earneftly appeale to 
the Court where God himfelf is Judge, and all the faints men and 
angels are afliftants; whofe throne is ye heaven of heavens \ there 
the innocent fhall be acquitted and thofe that now fing their enuious 
Trophe fhall be lyable to anfwer for the horrible abufe of yr con- 
fciences in mif-informing and deluding thofe honored Judges that he 
hath upon earth fubftituted. 

Gentlemen — If any feemc to be offended at my verdict let it 
be given mee under his hand and I will doe the beft fatisfaction that 
the law requires if that ferues not upon liberty of confideration for 
ye fpace of a quarter of an hour (the law afording twelue) for an 
appeale, I rather will lie downe vnder an vniuft cenfure, than be 
troublefome efpecially if all my judges be aturnyes of the oppofite 
party: in the meane time I pray giue the Man whom this paper 
concerns the fame libertie and I hope all will do well 

Remember mee I pray to the Marfhall of lpfwich and tell 
him that I heare he may be an honeft man in the iudgment of 
charity; I pray fend me word if he bee not a Hafh-all as well as a 
Marfhall for I heare he is uery buifie in euerie bodies matters 

I am a peaceable fonne in Ifraell and am only fome-wt moued 
beyound my wont or wt I commend in my-felf or others by ye 
only remote heare-fay of this prefent bufinefs a matter I doe 
bclieue, the like whereof neuer was heard in any nation all this 
duely weighed. 

God fave the Governor and all the honored afiftants and giue 
them long to rule this people with the civil fword and that they 
may vfe the fame in all bene-adminiftration thcmfelues alone (turn¬ 
ing out all AJfociates which are able to corrupt jujlice bee ye caufe neuer fo 
good ) 1 and that fo they may do as they will anfwer the great Judge 
another day:

I read ye words above written wthout much difficulty. 
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Good people honour your governor and Magiftrates who are 
the miniftcrs of God for good and I hope as this mans experience 
growes more fan<Sified hee will fay they miniftered good vnto him 
in taking away fuch a burthen that the Lord perhaps faw unfupport- 
able for him. 

I heare there is one whom I think they call Dan Rofs in that 
towne lie allure you if he be that I know he is a uery fneaking 
fycophant and I feare one whom God will deale feuerely with fliortly : 
when he lived in our country a wet Eeles tayle and his word were 
fomething worth ye taking hold of. 

Rowlandfon’s abjed apology preferved in the Effex 
County Court Records at Salem, Book II. p. 18, is as 
follows: — 

Forafmuch as I Jofeph Rowlandfon through the fuggeftion of Satan, 
and the evil of my owne heart, by that being ftrongly attemted, 
by the depravation of this too facilly inclined to the perpetration of 
a fail whofe nature was anomic, and circumftances enormities. 
And being not onely iuftly fufpe&ed, but alfo hauing both an 
inward cognifcance of and an external call (by virtue of Lawful 
Authority before w ch I was convented) to fpeake the truth or at 
lead not to vtter the contrary. Yet notwithftanding to the Dis¬ 
honour of God and diferedit of his truth, and to the greife of the 
Godly and in fine the wounding of my owne confcience: did not 
hearken therevnto but rather to the aequivocal delufions with which 
Satan did then beset mee, not onely to the waving but alfo abnega¬ 
tion of the fame. In all which Refpe&s it feemed good to the 
forefayed Authority, before whom the forefayd convention was 
made to bind me ouer to this Prefent Honored Court to be 
Refponfal for the fame, and being accordingly Now called vnto the 
fame by you r Honored worfhips; I humbly craue your fauorable 
Leaue to Declare as followeth, viz. That as concerning the writ¬ 
ing which I fo Rafhly affixed vnto the Meetinghoufe I doe defire to

abhorre my felfe for my extreme folly in fo doing and I hope the 
Lord hath opened my eyes to See that in my felfe thereby that 
otherwife I might too Late haue Lamented but not timoufly 
Repented of: But in particular I doe acknowledg that I did very 
finfully in condemning that fcntence judicially paffed by your wor- 
fhips and putting contempt upon the Coafeilors which it pleafed 
this goverment to honour with power in a fentence with the Hon¬ 
ored Affiftants, and likewife vfing certaine fcurrulous words of the 
Marfhal. in all w ch particulars I doc acknowledg & confeffe that I 
did miferably abufe My felfe, & that weake Meafure of Knowledg 
which the Lord hath beene pleafed to Beftow upon Mee, and that 
I did w l I ought not to haue done in y l Refpedt. In which that 
which I very much Lament is that I haue wronged your Honored 
worfhips and thofe officers for this Commonwealth’s good which 
are here conflituted : But that which I much more Lament is the 
Difhonour that hath thereby redovnded to God as well by the writ¬ 
ing it felfe as by that which moft of all hath beene a continual 
greife namely the abnegation of the fame: For all which finful 
offences I humbly craue pardon fo farre as they concerne your 
Honored worfhips, and a Due Confideration of w l vehement temp¬ 
tations I was vnder, which though I cannot Relate, yet I queftion 
not but you r worfhips will confider: Howeuer I confide vpon your 
worfhips pitty and continved prayers that this fall may be to euer- 
lafting gaine. 

Sighned with my hand, attefted vnto with my heart. 

Joseph : Rowlandson. 

His undergraduate courfe completed, Rowlandfon is 
fuppofed to have fpent the next two years in preparation 
for the miniftry. He probably began preaching at Lan- 
cafter late in 1654, and in 1656 married Mary White and 
was formally invited to a fettlement. It was not until 
March 25, 1656, that the retribution for his youthful 
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efcapade was finally clofed by the following record of a 
court held at Ipfwich: “ Jofeph Rowlinfon upon his peti¬ 
tion the Court remitted the remainder of his fine.” The 
town agreed to pay their young minifter “ fifty pounds a 
year, one half in wheat fixpence in the bufhel under the 
current prices in Bofton or Charleftown and the reft in 
other good current pay in like proportions ; or otherwife 
fifty and five pounds a year taking his pay at fuch rates as 
the prices of corn are fet every year by the court.” The 
town alfo gave him the houfe in which he lived, and land 
enough about it “ for an orchard, garden, yard, pafture and 
the like.” 

Mr. Rowlandfon’s fervice in Lancafter for twenty-one 
years feems to have been Hefted with cordial appreciation. 
He from the firft won the refpe< 5 l of thofe among whom 
his lot was call, and fuccefsfully aflerted his own dignity 
and that of the Church; for the faucy maiden who contra- 
didted him, and the aged reprobate who would n’t come 
under the droppings of the fanctuary, were alike humbled 
and fubjedled both to civil and ecclefiaftical difcipline. 
When the rude experiences of pioneer life and long attri¬ 
tion with the ftrong and wilful charadlers about him had 
fupplemented collegiate training, his developed qualities of 
intelledl and foul won wide recognition. He had hardly 
attained the ready ufe of mature powers before his life 
ended, and we muft judge of his abilities and graces rather 
by the brief obituary of a contemporary diarift, “ his death 
was much lamented,” than from any record of deeds or 
words. But when in 1672 there arofe queftions in the 
Old South Church of Bofton, knotty enough to call for 
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the deliberation of the moil learned and judicious upon 
their decifion, Jofeph Rowlandfon was called down from 
his charge in the backwoods to lend his judgment to a 
folution of the problems. 

April 7, 1677, Mr. Rowlandfon was inftalled at Weth¬ 
ersfield, Connecticut; not as a colleague of Reverend 
Gerlhom Bulkeley — although the hiftorians have all fo 
alleged — but as his fuccelfor in the paftorate. He died 
fuddenly November 24, 1678, aged about forty-feven years. 
His library was appraifed at eighty-two pounds, a large 
fum for the times. His parilhioners teftified their love 
for the man by voting to his widow an annual itipend of 
thirty pounds, fo long as Ihe remained among them and 
unmarried. The only literary remains we have inherited 
wherefrom to read the mental fcope and fancy of the clergy¬ 
man, are the boyilh pafquinade and the Fall Sermon 
hereinbefore reprinted.
